What « the canſe of the great overfiaw of Vice 
in this age. | 


JF wee would confider from whence it is that this great 
WW diſorder and corruption of manners doth ariſe, we ſhould 
7 finde eſpecially that it is becauſe the world every day 
I groweth worſe and worſe, according to the ſaying of our 
Wy Saviour and Redeemer (Chriſt Icſus the Sonne of God) 
b That in the latter dayes ( which are theſe wherein we live ) 
Iniquity ſballbe increaſed, And herein wee ſhall perceiveeven the juſt ven- 
geance of God t© light upon the malice and unthbankfulnefle &f men, 
ro whom when hee would draw neere, to doe good unto by offerin 
them the cleere light of his favour, the more they ſtrive to alienate 
keepthemſelves aloofe from bim, and are ſo farre from being betrered 
thereby, that they ſhew themſelves a great deale more malitious and 
obſtinate than ever they did before : not unlike to thoſe who by nature 
bakng bleare eyed, and tender ſighted, are rather dazicd and dimmed by 
the Sunne beames, than any wayesenli : ſo men in ſtead af grow- 


ing better, grow worſe, and every ſome increaſe.to their w 
nefle : co whom alſo many great: m__ elbow-roome and i 
ro ſfinne, whileſt juſtice flumbreth , the nor puni of miſdeeds 


iveth them liberty and boldnefſe ro commit their wickednefle : ſo-thae 
om of theſe mighry ones ſhew themſelves bur little better than the 
other. A miſchiefe to. be latbented above the reft, drawing after it ani 
horrible overflow of all evils, and like a violent ſtreame ſpoyling every 
whereas it goeth : when as they that owghtrogorerne the ſterne of rhe 
Commonwealth , let all goe atrandome, ſuffering themſelves to beroc- 
ked aſleep with the falſe and deceitfull lullaby of effeminate pleaſures 
and delighes of the fleſh , or art leaft letting chemſelyes be carried head- 
long by the tempeſt of their owne firong and furious paffions, into im- 
minent danger and (hipwrackes : when as their carefull watebfulnefſe and 
modeſty, accompanicd with the traine of other good and commendable 
vertues, ought co ſerve them for ſaliscables, ankers, maſts, and skuteles, 
whereby to governe and dire the Veſſel! whoſe ſteerſman they are ap- 
pointed, and thoſe rhat are their charge, to whom they oughe togire 
a good example of life, and to bee unto them as it were a glaſſe of ver- 
tus : for they are ſetaloft, as it were upon a ſtage, to bee gazed at of eve- 
1y commer, Their faults and vices are like faule ſpots and ſcars inthe 
face, which cannot by .any means bee hid. And therefore they ougbe 
to be careful! rolead an honeſt and vertaous life, that thereby they mighe 
perſwade and move the meaner ſore of people to doe'the like : For it 
is a true ſaying of the. Philoſopher , Like Prince, like People ;, infomuch: 
that every one defireth to frame himſelfe according to the hamour of 
his ſuperiour , whoſe will and manners ſerve ſimply for a law todoevill: 
to thewhich men uſe by taking any occaſion teo haſtily ro give them- 
ſelves ovet with roo much liberty : whereupon followeth an unrecoverable

Greatimien cannot The Theatre of {capeunpuniſhed- 
4 ruine, no leſſe than the fall of a great houſe, which for want of pillars

=I'N this poore and miſcrable eſtate every man rocketh him- 
(clfe- aſleep, and: flattereth his owne humour , every 

man purſucth his! accuſtomed conrſe of life, -with an 

WW { obſticare minde to doe evill : yea many of thoſe. that 
1 have power and authority over others, according as they 


_— ie indycd and perſwadcd with a fooliſh conceit of them- 
ſelves, 'mike thetoſelves beleeve; that for them every thing is lawfull, 
and: that they may doc whatſoever they pleaſe ; never imagining, that 
they {hall give up an account of their ations , to receive any cha- 
ſtifemene or correRion for,/thema y even: as tbough there were no God 
at a{l rhar did behold them. And being 'thus abuſed by this: vaine 
and fickle ſecurity, chey firimme in their fines, and plunge them- 
ſelves over head and cares in' all kinde of ſecurity ; giving hearty wel. 
come and entertainment to all that approve and applaud their man- 
ners, and that ſtudy to fred and pleafe their humour. As contrariwiſe 
none lefſe welcome unto them , than :they that tell them of their 
faults, and contradict them never: fo little : for they cannot abide 
in aty caſe to bee reprooved, whatſbever they doe: And now adayes 
every baſe companion will fotſodth fiorme and fume as ſoone , if hee 
be reproved of a fault, as if hee had received the: greateſt wrong in 
the world : ſo much 1s every \man pleaſed with himſelfe, and puffed 
up with his owne vice and fooliſh vanities. And what ſhould a man 
doe in this caſe > It is as bard to redrefle thoſe great miſchiefes, as 
if wee ſhould goe abour co ſtop and hinder the courſe of a mighty 
ſtrearie there where the banke or cauſey is broken downe : if ir 
bee not by applying extreame and deſperate medicines, as to de- 
ſperate diſeaſes, which are as it were given over by the Phyfitian, 
and to the which a light purgation will doe no good. . For as for 
admonitions and warnings, they are not a whit regarded : but they 
that give them, are detided or laughed: to ſcorae, or reviled for 


their labours, What muſt wee therefore doe > it is neceflary thar 
wc 
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wee aſflay by all means to bring theſe men (if ic be poſſible) ro ſome ma. 
deſty and feare of God ; which if it cannot bee done by willing and 
gentle means, force and violence muſt be uſed to plucke them our of the 


fire of Gods wrath, tothe end they be not conſumed : if nor all, yetar 


leaſt thoſe that are not grown to that height of ſtubborngeſſe,and of whom 
there is yer left ſome bope of amendment, For even as when a Captaine 
bath nor prevailed by ſummoning a city to yeeld up ir ſelfe , he by and by 
placeth his canon againſt their walls, to pur them in feare; in like ſore 
muſt we bring forth againſt the proud and high minded men of this world, 
an army of Gods terrible judgements throwne downe by his mighty and 
puifſant hand on the wicked,more terrible and fearefull rhan all the rearing 
or double canons inthe World, whereby the moſt proud are deſtroyed and 
conſumed even in this life, all their prideand power, how great ſocver it 
be, being nor able ro turne backe the vengeance of God from lighting 
upon their heads, ro their utter deſtruion and confufion, And it is ma- 
nifeſt by iofiniteexamples, Now becauſerthat the nature of man is fleſhly, 
and given to be touched with things chat are preſented before their faces, 
or hath been done before time ; it is a more forcible motive to ſtirre them 
up, than that which as yet cannot be made manifeſt, but is to come, There- 
fore I purpoſe here to ſer down the great and fearful! judgments, wherwith 
God hath already pla many in this-world, ef] _ them of high 
degree, whoſe example will ſerve fora glafſe both that live now; 
or ſhall live hereafter. And rothe end thee the juſtice of God may more 
clecrely appeare and ſhew it ſelfe in ſuch ſtrange events ;beforewe go any 
further, we will run over certaine neceſfary points concerning this marter.

mercy and judgement wpen the earth: for if it be the | tow of an carthly Prince, 
to exerciſe not only clemency & genrleneſle, bur alſo ſharpnes and ſeverity, 
therby by paniſhing & chaſtifing malcfaQors,ro ſuppreſſe all diſorders in 
the common-wealth ; then it is very necefſary,that the juſtice of our great 
God,to whom all ſoveraign rule & authority belongs,and whois the Iudge 
over al the world, ſhould either manifeſt it ſelf in this world,or inthe world 
to come:& chiefly rowards them which are in the higheſt places of acount,

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- meth thus to paſſe, ci 


who being more hardened and bold to (in, do as boldly exempt themſelves 
from all corretions and puniſhments due unto chem, being altogetber un- 
williog to be ſubje& toany order of juſtice or law whatlocver : and there. 
fore by how much the more they cannot be-puniſhed by man, and that hu. 
mane lawes can lay no bold upon them ; ſo much the rather God himſelfe 
becommeth executioner of his owne juſtice upon their pates : and in ſach 
ſort, that every man mayperceive his hand to be on chem. Lec any adverſity 
or affiRtion light upon a man of low degree,or which is poorcand deſolate, 
no manconſidereth of it rightly ; bur calking thereof, mcn ceaſe not to 
impure the cauſe of this poore ſoules miſery, either to poverty,or want of 
ſuccour, or ſome other ſuch like cauſe. Therefore it any ſuch be in griefe, 
or by chance fallen into ſome pir and drowned, or robbed and killed inthe 
way by theeves : ſtraightway this is the ſaying of theworld, That it com- 
becauſc be was alone without company,or deſti- 
cute of help, ornotwell looked toand regarded : and thus they paſſe over 
the mtter. But as concerning gzeat men, when they are any way affliaed, 
no ſuch pretences orexcuſes can be alleadged ; ſeeing they want oeicher 
ſervancs to attend upon them;noc any other means of help to ſuccor them : 
therefore when theſe men are overtaken and ſurpriſed with any great evill, 
which by no means they caneſchew,end when their bold and wickedenter- 
priſes are-purſued and concluded with ſtrange and lamentable events, in 
this we muſt acknowledge aneſpeciall band of God, whocan intangle and 
pull downe' the ptoudeſt and drroganteſt Hethar lives,and thoſe whom the 
world feareth tomeddle withall. Theſe proud gallants arc they againſt 
whom God diſplaicrh his' banner: of power more openly, than againſt 
meaner and baſer perſons : becauſe theſe poore ſoules finde oftentimes to 
their paines, that they arc puniſhed without cauſe, and tormented and vex. 
ed by thoſe tyrants, not having committed any offence at all, ro deſerve ir : 
whercas (as Philip Comine faith Ytho darcebe ſo bold as to controll or repre- 
hend a King and his favorites, or to make enquiry of his miſdeeds : or ha- 
ving made inquifition of them; who dare. preſume to intorme the Iadge 
therof>whodare and up toaccaſe thempwhodare fit dowatojudge them? 
Nay who dare take knowledge of them > and laſtly,who dare affay te pu- 
niſh them > Seeing then inthis caſe, that our worldly juſtice hath her hands 
bound behind her from executing that which is right; icmuſt needs be 
that the ſovereigne Monarch of heaven and carth mount up into 
his Throne of ladgemenc, and from thenee give bis definitive unchavgable 
ſenrence, rodeliver up the moſt guilty and hainous finners to thoſe paines 
and torments which they havedeſerved , and that after a ſtrange and extra- 
ordinary manner,which may ſerve for an example toall oghers. |

CHAP. V. 


How all men,both by the Law of ' Qod and Nature, 
are inexcu{able in their finnes. 


# Ow tothe end that no man ſhould ap ignorance 

for an excuſe, God hath beſt upon every Ohe & 
certaine knowledge and judgement of good and evill, 
which being naturglly engraven inthe tables of mans 
bearr, is commonly called the Law of Nature, wherby 
every mansowne conſcience giveth ſufficientreftimo- 
8 ny untoit ſelfe,whenin his moſt ſecrer choughrs, ir ci- 
| ther accuferh or excuſerh bim : for there ivnot a man 
living, which doth not know in his heart, that he dotban evill deed, when 
he wrongeth another, although he had never been inftruRed elſewhere in 
thar point. So, although that in Tarqainizs Saperbas time ( Cicers faith) 
there was no written Law eſtabliſhed in Rome, forbidding the raviſking 
and deflouring of wives and virgins, yet thewicked ſonne of this Tarquive 
was not therefore lefſe guilty of an bainous crime , when coarrary to the 
Law of Nature he violently robbed Zecrece of her chaſtity : fornoman can 
be ignoranr,that it 13 a moſt grievous crime £0 lay ficge tothe chaſtity of a 
married woman,with ſuch outrage : and ſo the whole people of Rome did 
eſtecme of..it, as a crime moſt wicked, ſtrange, and intolerable,and worthy 
of grievous paniſhtment, Every man knowerh thus much, that hee ought 
not todoe that to another, which he would not another ſhonld dots him; 
which ſentence the Emperour Severws made alwaics ro bee ſpoken aloud, 
and declared by the ſound of the trumpet, in the way of advertiſement, as 
often as puniſhment was taken upon any offeador, as if ir were a generall 
Law pertaining toall men. This is rhatequity and juſtice which oughtto 
be ingraffed inour bearts, & whereof nature her ſelf isthe ſchoolmiftreſſe; 
from this fountaine all humane and civill Lawes are derived: if we had not 
rather ſay that they are derived from that true ſpring of equity, which is 
inthe Law of God, which Law he bath given for a plaigne and familiar ma- 
oifeſtationof his will,concerning juſt, holy, and reaſonable things, cou- 
chiog the ſervice, honour, and glory, which is dueuntohimſelfe, and the 
murnall duty, friendſhip, and good will, which men owe onetoanather : 
whereunto heexhorterh andenticeth every one by faire and gracious pro- 
miſes, and forbiddeth the contrary by greatand cerrible threarnings { ſo 
gefitle and mercifull ishe towards us, and defirous of our good.) This is 
that Law which was publiſhed before the face of more than ſix hundred 
chouſand perſons, with the mighty and reſounding noiſe of Trumpet,with 
earthquake, fire, and ſmoake, and with thanders and lightnings, ro make 
men more atrentive to heare , and more prepared to receive it with all hu- 
mility, feare, and reverence; and alſoto put them in minde, that if they 
were diſobedient and rebellious, he wanred no power and ability to puniſh 
them ; for he hath lightning, thunder, and firc, prepared inſtruments coexe- 
cute his juſt vengeance, which no creature under heaven is able to _—_ 
when 
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2 * whenby theobſtinate tranſgreſſion of wicked men he is provoked to anger 
and indignation againſt them. This is that holy law which hath been ſer 
forth by the Prophets ; by rhe rule whereof, all cheir warnings, exhortings, 
and reproovings have been ſquared. Tothis Law, the onely begotten Son 
of God, our Saviour and Redeemer Teſus Chriſt, conformed his moft holy 
dodrine, bringing men tothe true uſe and obſervation thereof, from which 
they had declined,and whereof he is the end, the ſcope,and perfeR accom- 
pliſhment: forthat ſo farre ir is that a Chriſtian mav may be ignorant of ir, 
and have it in contempr, that none can be counted and reputed a true 
Chriſtias, if hee frame nor his life by the rule thereof ; if nor fully, yer ar 
leaſt as farre forth as hee is able: otherwiſe, what a ſbameand reproach is it 
for men tocall themſelves by the name of Gods children, Chriſtians, and 
Carholiques,and yet todoe every thing clean contrary to the willof God, 
ro make noreckoning of his Law , to lead a difſolute and diſordered life, 
and to be asevill, if not worſe than the vileſt miſcreants and [nfidels inthe 
world £ God willeth and requireth that he alone ſhould bee worſhipped 
and prayed unto; and yet the greater part of the world arc Idolaters, and 
fall of ſuperſtition, worſhip Images, ſtockes, and ſtones, and pray tocrea- 
tures, in ſtead of the Creator. God forbiddeth us to ſweare by his name 
in vaine : and yet what is more rife than chat. > ſothar a man can beare no- 
thing elſe bur oaths and blaſpbemies, Many for the leaſt trifle in the world 
ſticke not to ſweare and forſweare themſelves. God forbiddeth theft,mur- 
ther, adultery, and falſe witneſſe bearing , and yet nothing ſo common as 
backbirings, Nlanders, forgerics, falſe reports, whoredomes, couſcnings, 
robberies, cxcortions,and all manner of eovies & enmitics, God bath conr- 
mafided, that we love our neighbours as ourſelves; butwe,in ſtcad of love, 
hate, deſpiſe, and ſecke toprocure the hart and. damage of one another, nor 
regarding any thing but our owne peculiar profit and advantage. Is not this 
a manifeſt and/profeſtdiſobedience, and intolerablerebellion againR our 
Maker > Whatchilde is there that is not bound to honour and reverence 
bis father > What ſervant, that is notboaund crooabey his maſtcr, and to doe 
all thathe ſhall will him 2 What ſubjeR, that is nor tied in ſubjeRion to 
his Prince and Soveraigne ? Yet there is not one which will not confefle, 
yea and ſweare too with his mouth, That God is bis Lord and Father. 
Which if ic be true, what is theg the cauſe that in ſtead of ſerving and 
pleaſing him, they doe nothing elſe but diſpleaſc and offend his Majeſty > 
Is not this the way to provoke bis wrath, and ſtirreup his indignation 
againſt chem > Is ic any marvell if he be incenſed with anger, it bee be ar. 
med with revenge, mas ſend abroad his cruell ſcourges upon the earth, to 
firike and whip it withall 2 Is it any wonder, if hee pile up the wicked 
ones on heaps, and ſhoot out his revergeſull arrowes againſt rbem, and 
make them drunkegwith their owne bloud, and make his ſword of juſtice 
as ſharp asaraſor, to punifh thoſe Rebels that bare rebelled againſt him ? 
For vengeance i mine (ſaith he)avdbelongeth only unto me, Whoſocver there- 
fore he be that followeth the deſires and concupiſcence of his owne fleſh, 
and this wicked world, and ſhall lead a life contrary to the inſtruction 
and ordinance of the law of God, yea although he never heard there- 
of, yet is hee guilty thereof, and worthy to be accurſed ; for ſo much 
as his owne conſcience ought to ſerve for a law unto himſelfe, by the 


which he is condemned in thoſe evill ations which hee commirteth : 
even 
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even as Paw! ſaith, 411has have finned without the Law, ſhall likewiſe periſh with- 9 
out the Law. ng 


CHAP. VI. 


How the greateſt Monarchs in tbe World owght to be ſubjett t0 
the Law of God, and conſequently the Lawes 
of Man and. Natare. 


Very man confeſſeth this to be true, Thatby how much che 
more benches and digeity he bath received from another, 
by ſo much he is the more bounden and beholden ro him: 
© © bw it is ſo, that Kings and Princes ate thoſe upon whom 
Wo % God hath beſtowed more plentifully his gifts and graces, 
—_—___ 7 po ey oth, whom hee hath made as it were 
his Lievtcoants in the world : for hee bath excolled and placed them above 
others, and bedecked them with honour, giving them power and authority 
torule and raigne, by putting people in ſubjeRion rothem, and therefore 
ſo much the more are they bound to re-acknowledge him againe, eothe 
end to doe him all honour and homage which: is 4equired at their 
hands, Therefore David exhorteth them, tos ſerve the Lord even with reve» plal.z.11, 
rence, This then their high and ſuperintendene eſtate is'no'/priviledge to 
exempt them from the ſubje&ion and obedience which they owe unto 
God,whom they ought to revereniceabove all:things. Tee Princes and high c1..; 
Lords (ſaith the Prophet) give you ants the Lord eternal glory and firength : | 
give unto bim glory duc unto his name, and caft your ſthues before him to ds bim 
revcrexce, If they owe ſo much honour unto God as.to their Soveraigne, 
then ſurely it muſt follow, thar they oughe to obey his voice, and feare ro 
off:nd him ; and ſo much the rather, becauſe hee is a great deale more 
ſtrong and terrible than they, able to cauſe his borrible thunderboles to 
tumble upon their heads, they being not able once towithſtand bis puiCl- 
ſance, bur conſtrained very often totremble thereat. In all chat preſcrip- Devt.17.19. 
tion and ordinance ordained and ſet down by God concerning the office of 
Kiogs, there is nomention made of ay liberty he giveth them tolive after 
their owne luſts, and to doe every thing that ſeemerb good in their own 
eyes : but hee enjoyneth them expreſly co bave alwaics with thern the 
booke of bis Law, dclighteth to reade and meditatethercin, and thereby 
to learne to feare and reverence his name, by obſerving all the precepts 
that are containcd in that boaoke. As for civill and naturall Lawes, info. 
much as they are founded uponequity and right ( for otherwiſe they were 
no Lawes)therein they are agreeable to, and- as it were dep<ndents on the 
Law of God ; as is well declared by-Cicers inthe firſt and ſecond booke 
of his Lawes ; for even they alſo condemeetheeves, adulterers, murtherers, 
parricides, and ſuch like. If then Princes be ſubjea-torthe Law of Gad, 
(as I am about ro ſhew) there is no doubt bur' cbat they are likewiſe ſub- 
je to thoſe civill Lawes,by reaſcn of the equicy and juſtice which there- 
inis commended unto us, And if ( as Plato ſaith) the Lawes ought ro be P4444. 
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above the Prince,nort the Prince above the Lawes,ic is then moſt manifeſt, ** 
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that the Prince istycd-unto the Lawes, even in ſuch fort, that withourthe 
ſame, the government which hee ſmayeth can never be lawfull and com- 
mendable. And if itbe true, that the Magiſtrate isor ought co be a ſpea- 
Ling Law (as it is ſaid) and ought to maintaine the aurhority and credit 
thereof, by the due and upright adminiſtration of Tuftice ( for if hee did 
noe this, he were adumbe Law, and withoort life) bow is it le that 
he ſhould make it of authority and force with others, if bee deſpiſerh and 
cranſerefleth ir bimſelfe ? David did never affume ſomuch to bimſclfe, 
as to defire to have liberty todoewhat bee lifted in bis Kingdome,but wil. 
lingly ſubmirted bimſelfe rothar which bis office and duty required ; ma- 
king, even then when be was inſtalled and eftabliſhed King over the whole 
Land, a Covenant of peace with the Princes and Deputies of the people: 
and we know, that in every covenant and bargaine both parties are bound 
to cach other, by a muruall bond to performe the conditions which 

are agreed upon, The like is uſed at the coronation of Chriſtian Kings, 
whercas the le is bound and ſworne to doe their alleagance to their 
Kings ; ſo the Kings are alſo ſolemnely ſworne to maintaine and defend 
truc Religion, the of Iaftice, the peace and tranquillity of their ſub- 
jeas, and the right and priviledges (which are norhing but the Lawes) of 
the Realme : w D evidwas by the Prophet Nathan reproved for the 
adultery and murder which he had commirted, he neither uſed any excuſe, 
noralledged ge whereby he was —_—_— from the rigour of 
the law ro juſtifie his fac, bur freely confefſed wi two cloake, that he 
had fiorned, Whereby it appeareth of bow ſmall ſtrengrh and authority 
their opinion and words be; which thinke or affirme that a Prince may 
diſpenſe with rhe lawes ar his pleaſure 2 by this opinion was the mother 
in law of Antonin Caracalls ſeduced ; who baving by her laſcivious and 
filthy alluremenrs enticed ber ſonnet in law to luſt, and love her, and tode- 


fire her for bis wife, perſwaded bim that be might bring his poung 


eto 

paſſe, and that it was lawfull __— if hee would, h for 
other it was unlawfull, ſeeing that hee was Emperour, and that it belon- 
_ not ro him to receive, but togire lawes : by whichperſwafion, that 
rave marriage was concluded and made up, contrary to the law of nature 
and nations, and to all honeſty and vertnue. So it was reported how Cam- 
byſes tooke his owne fiſter towife, whom notwirthftanding a little after hee 
put ro death : which thing being not uſuall theo among the Perfians, 
not daring to enterpriſe it (although hee was a moſt wicked man) with- 
our the advice of the Magiſtrates and Counſellors of bis Realme;he called 
them together, and demanded whether it was lawfull for him to make 
ſuch a marriage or no > to whom they anſwered freely, That there was no 
a law which did allow of it : yet (that they might ſooth him up, 
caring toincurre his diſpleaſure) they ſaid further, that though there was 
no law to command it, yet ſuch amighty King as hee, mightdoewhar he 
leaſed, In like manver the erencher Philoſopher Anaxaxchbe:, after that 
be had told LF lexander the Greatwirh a loud voice, that bee ought not to 
feare the penalty of any law, nor-the reproach nor blame ofany man, be. 
cauſe it belonged onely tohis office toereate lawes for all other to live by, 
and to preſcribe the limics of lawfull and lawlefſe things , and that it be- 
came him, being a conquerour, to rule like a lord and a maſter, and not to 
obey any vaine canceirt of law whatſoever ; and that Phat thiog ſoever the 
| | King 
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King did, the ſame was ſacred, juſt and lawful, without exception, And by Ti 
this means made his proceedings farre more diſſolute-and outragious in 
many things than ever they were before, Diov in the Epitome of X/philine 
reporteth, how the Emperours were wont to uſurpe this priviledge, tobe 
exempted from all law, that rbey might not be tyed to any neceſſity of 
doing or leaving undone any thing, and how in no caſe they would endure 
to be ſubje& to any written ordinances : the which thing is maniteſt even 
inthe behaviour of the chicfeſt of them, as well in regard of their life and 
manners, as of the government that they uſed intheir Common. wealths. 
For firſt of all, Avguſiws Ceſar baving kept in his owne hand the office of 
the TT/zmvir ten yeares (as Sugars teltificeh) hee alſo uſurped the Tri- 
bones office and authority, and that till big dying day : and likewile tooke 
upon him the Cenſorſhip ; namely,the office of correRing aod gov. rniog 
mannertand [awes,if need requited : whoſe fucceſſors(a man may truly ſay 
for the moſt part) trampledunges their feet all fincere avd ſacred lawes, 
by their notorious intem diflolutenefle, and cruelties, And yer for 
8ll chis there wanted nor a parafitica}} Lawyer, whotopleaſe the Emperor 
his lerd and maſicr the better, and to underprop, and as itwere fcelc over 
witha faire ſhew that tyrannicall government uſed by other Emperours , 
foiſted inthis as a law amongſttbe reſt, Privceps legibus ſolntrs eff, That the 
Prince was exempted from all law. As for that which they alleadge out of 
Ariftorles Politiques , it maketh nothing to ſer acolour upon this counter. 
feit : ( forſaith 4riftoile ) If there be any. man that excelleth ſo in vertue 
abovcall others, that none is able ro compare wich him, that man is to be 
accounted asa God & men, ro whoa no law may be preſcribed, be- 
cauſe he is a law ancokimſel _ —_— —_ _—_ that _y 
was picſuppoſed cou (> : \ere NO reſhon is found, 
therenolaw is neceſſary ; according as Saint Pax ſaid , The lav was not gi- 
ven for the juſt, but for the usj offendars:bur where is it poſſible to find 
fucha Prince foexccHentand fo vertuour, that ſtandeth not in need of 
ſome law to beruled by ? 

Of che like force and firength is thatwhich is written in the rſt booke 
of Inſtitutions, tir.2. the words are theſe : The Princes pleeſure ſervab for « 
law, becauſe the whale bady of the people bath tranſlated all their amhority, power, © 
ond jariſdiftion unts hin, This is ſpoken ab the Romane Emperours, bur 
uponthe ground of ſo flenderand filly-regſon, that upos lo weeke a foun- 
datioe it can never ſtand : for if ir be deazanded, whether this ation of 
the people , of giving over their right and ative ta their Prince, 
bewillingor incd, what anſwer will make 2 If icbeby cog- 
firaine and feare ( as it is indeed) who will not judge this uſurping of 
theirliberty utterly unjuſt and tyrannicall, when one man (hall artogate 
that ro himſeife which pertaineth romaty, yea ro the whole body of the 
peoples Andadmit thatthis reaſon wasefieQuall, yet the glofle upon the 
place ſaith very notably , That the Princes pleaſure may be beld for a law, 
fo farre forth as that which pleafeth him be juſt and hooet : giving us ro 
know thus much thereby, That every will and pleaſure of a Prince may 
not indifferently be allowed for a law, if ir be an unjuſt and diſhoneſt aQi- 
on, and contrary to the rule of good manners. Moreover, itappeareth by 
the Cuſtomes of many antient people and Realmes, That Princes had ne- 


ver this liccoſe given them, ro doe what they liſted: for let them be _ 
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ſo mighty , yea as mighty as Darizs, under whoſe raigne the Perſian Mo- 
narchy was aboliſhed , yet bee mult be content (acording tothe law of 
the Medes and Perſians) not to be able to infringe that law which was by 
the advice of his Peers and Privy Ceuncell enatted, and by his owne con- 
ſcnr and authority eſtabliſhed : po, though for Daxels deliverance ſake, 
whom he toved, he greatly defired and rooke paines either todiſannull,or ar 
leaſt to give a favourable interpretation of it. 

Such in old time was the cuſtome of the Kings of Zgyprt,not to follow 
their owne affeQions in any ations they went abour, but robe direed 
by the advice of their" lawes : for they had not ſo much authority as ro 
judge betwixt man and men, or to levy ſubſidies and ſuch like by their 
owne powers ; neither to puniſh any man through choler , or any over- 
weening conceit, but were alwayes tryed toobſerve juſtice and equity in 
all cauſes : neither did ir grievethem ſo to doe, being perſwaded thar 
whileſt they obeyed their lawes, nothing could betide them bur good. 
The Lacedemonian Kings were in ſuch bondage to the lawcs of their 
comntrey , that the Ephort, which were ſet up to none other end but to be 
a bridle ro hold them backe from _ what they liſted, had abſolute au. 
thority to correQthem when they had committed any faulc ; which ſub- 
jeQion nothing diſpleaſed King Theopowpw,as it is apparent by the anſwer 
he made his wile, that reproved him oace in anger, ſaying, By his cowar- 
diſc he would leave alcfſe kingdome to his children, than: he bad received 
of his Anceſtors, Nay (ſaith he) a greater, forfomuch as more durable 
and permanent. Plerarch praifing tbe uprightnefſe of King Alcamencs,who, 
for feare to breake the law, refuſed divers preſents that were ſenthim, bur. 
ſeth into this ſpeech: O heart worthy of a King , that hath preferred the 
authority of the law before his:owne profit ! Where are thoſe fellowes 
now that cry, Kings pleaſures ought to be obſerved for Lawes, and that 
a Prince may make a Jaw, but 1s not ſubje@ to it bimſelfe > And this is 
that which P{atarch ſaith as concerning that matter, who lived undcr Trojes 
the Emperor, h | 

Cornelius T acitms diſcovering the beginning and originallof the Romane 
Civill Law, ſaith, That Servias the third King of Rome after Remal/ns and 
Nama , was the only man that moſt eſtabliſhed thoſe lawes , whereunco 
Kings themſelves ought to yeeld and be obedient, And admic that the 
Emperours ſwayed with __ power and authority almoſt all the world, 
yet for all rheir fiercenefle and haugbtinefic of minde, Fwy Curit tell Trs- 
7», That an Emperour ought to uſe to carry himſelfe with ſuch good go- 
vernment in his Empire, as if hewere ſurero give up an account of all his 
aQions : Thou muſt not (ſaith hee) defire more liberty to follow thine 
owne luſt, than any ove of us doe : a-Princeis not ſer overthe law,burthe 
Jaw placed in authority above tbe Prince. This was the admonitionof thar 
heathen man. Likewiſe CdHnionimant Sever, wo mighty Emperours, 
although by reaſon of an opinion of their owne greatnefſe and havghri- 
nefſe , wherewith they flattered themſclves, 'brapged that they were noe 
ſubjetroany law, yet they added thisclauſe withall, ThatSortwithſtan- 
ding they would live according to the direQion of the law. This (ſaith 
Theodeſins and Y alentinien, ewonolefſe mighty Emperaurs) isa voice be. 
comming rbe Royail Majeſty and greatnefſe of a King, To confefſe him. 
ſclfetolive under alaw ; and intruthir is a thing of greater importance 
than

This is the pitfall wherein 7eroboam the firſt 
King of Iſrael ſlipped by the perverſeneſſe of his owne conſcience;who as 
he bad by bis rebellion againſt Zeboboaw and the houſe of Davie, red 
a new kingdome ; ſo by rebellion againft God and his Houſe teopedy 
that means toretaine his uſurped ſtate and people in ſubjeRion) 
alſo a new Religion : for diftruſting the promiſes of God which were made 
him by the Prophet 4 his as touching the Realme of Iſracl, which be was 
already in poſſeflion of, and deſpifing the good counſell of God,inreſpet 
of his owne inventions,he was ſo be and bleared with then, that juſt 
after the patrerne of his idolatrous forefathers, who by their Zgyprian 
tricks had provoked the wrath of God againſt themſelves, be ſer up golden 
calves,and cauſed the people to worſhipthew, keeping them ſo from goi 
to leruſalem roworſhip God : nor yet content with this, bee alſoerc 
[dols in ; and having reſtrained the Prieſts and Le- 


vites the exerciſe of theircharge, hee ordained a new order of Prieſts 


to ſacrifice and miniſter unto his gods, and proclaimed a newer feaſt than 
that was in Ida even the ſeventh day of the eighth moneth : wherein be 
nor onely exiled the pure ſervice of God, bur alſo perrerted and tnrned 
upfide downe the Ecclefiaſticall diſcipline and policy of Gods Church, 
which by the Law had been infliruted.

Olaw Magnutelletb of one Methotin,a noble Magitian in old time, that 
by.-bis delyufons did ſodeceive and blinde the poore ignorant people, that 
they aecqunted him not onely for ſome migbry men, butrather for ſome 
demy.gqd,and intoken of the bonour and reverence they barchim, they 
onda ap ſacrifices anto bim,wbich be refuſed not , but at laſt bis koave- 
ries and couſenages being laid open, they killed him whom before they (o 
much eſteemed : and becauſc his dead carkaſſe with filthy ſtinke infe Red 
the approachers,they digged itup,and broached it aponthe end of a ſtake, 
to be devgured of wild beaſts, 


cbap.13. of the . Anqtber called Hollere (as the ſame Author witveſſeth) plaid the like

tricks inabufing the peoples minds as ſtrongly as the other did, infomuch 
that he was zeputed alſofor a god; ſorbe joyned with bis crafe, ſtrength and 
power to wake bimſclfc of greater anthority in theworld, Whea he lifted 
to paſſe over the ſea,be uſed no other ſhip bur a bone figured with certaine 
charmes, whereby be was tranſported, as if both ſayles and wind bad belped 
and driven him forwards , yet his inchanted bone was not of power toſave 
him from being murthered of his enemies. | 

The fame Author wrizeth, That iv Denmarke there was one Ottoa great 


help of ſhip or any other veſſcll, and ſunke and drowned all his enemics 
wichebs waves, which by his cunning be ftirred up: bur at laſt his cunni 

. practiſewas over. reached by one more expert in his are than himſclfe, and 
as he had ſervedothers, ſo was he himſelfc ſerved,even ſwallowed up of the 
Waves, 

There was a Conjurer at Saltzburg,that vaunted that he could gather to- 
gether all.the ſerpants within half a mile round about into aditch,and feed 
them and bring them up, there : and being about the experimen, behold, 
the old and grand ſerpentcame inthe while, which whileſt be thougbr by 
the force of. his charmes to make toenter into theditch among the reſt, be 
ſer upon and incloſed-bim round about like a girdle-ſo irongly, that bee 
drew bim perforce into the ditch with him, where he miſcrably died. Mark 
here the wages of ſuch wicked miſcreaprs, that as chey make it their occu- 
pation 2oabuſe ſimple folke, they arc themſclvesabuſcd and couſcned of 
the Devill,wbo is a finer jugler than them all. Wes 

It was'a very lamentable ſpeQacle that chanced to the-Governour 
of -Maſch0 a M agitiap, whom the Devill ſnatched up indinner while, and 
boiſteil aloft, carrying bim three times about the rowne of Maſcon in the 


Hugod Ciwai, Preſence of, many beholders, to whom he cried oa this manner, Help, help, 


my friends ; ſo that the whole rowne flood amaſed thereat, yea and the re- 
$ membrance 


EA95 Pyrat by ſea, who uſed likewiſe to paſſe the ſeas without the 
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membrance of this ſtrange accident ſticketh atthis day faſt inthe minds T5 
of all the iobabitants of chis country;and they ſay, that this wretch having 
given himſcfe to the Devill, provided ſtore of holy bread(as they call ic) 
which be alwaics carried about with him, thinking thereby rokeep himſelf 
from his clawes; but it ſerved him to ſmall ſtead, as his end declared. 

Abour the yeare 1437, Charles the ſeventh being King of France, Sir 
Gyles of Britaine, Lord of Rais, and high Conſtable of France, was accu- 
{ed (by the report of Enguerran de MHonſtrelet ) for having murthered many 
infants and women with childe, ro the number of cightſcore or more, with ve. 
whoſe bloud heeither writor cauſed to be written books full of conjurati- 
ons, boping by that abhominable means roatraine to high matrers : but ic 
happened cleane croſſe and contrary to his expeRQatien and praQtiſe ; for 
being convinced-of thoſe horrible crimes (ir being Gods will, that ſuch 
grofſe and palpable ſinnes ſhould not go unpuniſhed) he was adjudged ro 
be hanged and burned to death, which was alſo accordingly executed at 
Nanrtes,by the authority of the Duke of Britaine, 

Tohn Francis Picus of Mirand ſaith, That he conferred divers times with 
many, who being inticed with a vaine hope of knowing things rocome, 
wercafterwards ſo grievouſly rormented by the Devill (with whom they 
had made ſome bargain) that they rhought themſelves thriſe bappy if they 
cſcaped with their lives. He ſaith moreover, That there was in histime a 
certaine Conjurer that promiſed a too curious and go great wiſe Prince,to 
preſent unto him upon a age the ſiege of Troy, and _achifes, and Heitor 
fighting together as they did when they were alive , bur he could nor per- 
forme his promiſe for another ſport and ſpeRacle more hideous and ougly 
to his perſon , for he was taken away alive by a Devill, in ſuch ſorr, that he 
was never afterward heard of. | : 

In our owne memory the Earle of Aſpremont and his brother Lord of 
Orne, were made famous, and in every mans mouth, for their ſtrange and 
prodigious feats, wherein they were ſo unreaſonably difſolute and vaine- 
glorious, that ſometime they made it their ſport and paſtime to breake 
downe all the windowes about the caſtle Aſpremont, where they kept 
(which lyerh in Lorraine ewo miles from Saint Michael) and rhrew them 
piecemeale intoa deep Well to heare them cry plumpe: but this vaine cx- 
ceſſe preſaged a ruine and deſtrution to come, as well upon their bouſe, 
which at this preſent lyerh deſolate and rvinous in many reſpeQs, a s upon 
themſelves, that finiſhed their 1aies in mifery one after another,as we ſhall 
now anderftand of the one the Lord of Orne : as for the Earle, how hee 
died, ſhall more at large be declared elſewhere. Now it chanced, that as 
the: Lord of Orne was of moſt wicked and cruel! conditions, fo hee had 
an evill favoured lookc, anſwerable to his inclination and name, tobe a 
Conjurecr : the report that went of his cruelty was this, That upon a time 
be put the Baker (one of his ſervants, whoſe wiic he uſed ſecretly ro enter- 
cainc) into a tun, which he cauſed ro be rowled fromthe top of a hill, into 
the bortome, fometimesas high as a pike, as the place gave occafion bur 
by the great mercy of God, notwithſtanding allthis, this poore ran ſaved 
hislife, Furthermore, it was a common reporr, that when any Geiitlemen 
or Lords cameto fee him, they were entertained (as theyrhought) very ho- 
nourably, being ſerved with all ſort of moſt dainty faire and exquiſite di- 
ſhex, as if he had not ſpared to make them the beſt cheere that might ”

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bur at their departure, they that thought themſelves well refreſhed, found 
cheir ſtomacke empty and almoſt pined for want of food, having neither 
eaten nor drunk any thing ſave in imagination only;and it is tobe though 

that their horſes found no better fare than their maſters. Ir happened one 
day that a certaine Lord being departed from his houſe, one of his men ha- 
ving left ſomething bebigd, returned to the Caſtle, and cntring ſuddenly 
into the hall where they dined bur a little before, be cſpicd a Munky bea- 
ting the maſter of rhe houſe that bad feaſted them of late, very ſore, And 
there be others that ſay, that he bark been ſeen through the chink of adore 
lying on a table upon his belly all ar length, and a Munkey ſcourging bim 
very ſtrangely , rowhom he ſhould ſay, Let me alone, let me alone, wile 
thou alwaics torment me thus 2 And thus he continued a long time: bur ar 
length after he had made away all his ſubſtance, be was brought co ſuch 
extremity,that being deſtitute of maintenance, and forſaken of all men, he 
was fain(for want of a better refuge) to betake him(ſelfe to the Hoſpitall of 
Paris, which was his laſt Manſion bouſe, wherein he died. See here ro how 
pittifull and miſerable an end this man fell ; that baving been eſtec med 


amongſt the Mighties of this world, for making no more account of God, 


and for following the illufions of Satan(the common cnemy of mannkdi) 
—_—_ ſopoore and wretched as to dye in an Hoſpitall among Cripples 
a ars. 

I renee long ſince there was in Lorraine a ccrtaine man called Conles, 
that was over much given to this curſed Art:amoogſt whoſe tricks this was 
one to be wondred at; that he would ſuffer har $ or piſtols robe ſhor 
at him,and carch their bullers in his hand without receiving any bure: bur 
pon & certain time one of his ſervants being angry with him, bot bim ſuch 
a knock with a piſtoll(notwithftanding all his great cunning)that be killed 
him therewith. | 

Moreover, it is wortby to be obſerved, That within theſe two hundred 
yeares bitherto, more Monks and Pricſts have been found given over to 
theſe abhominations and devilliſhneſſes, thanof all other degrees of pea- 
ple whatſoever, as it is declarcd in the ſecond volume of Exguerran de Mon- 
firalet more at large : where he maketh mention of a Monk that uſed ro 
raRiſe his ſorceries in the top of a tower of an Abbey, lying necre to 
ongin upoa Marne, where the Devils preſented themſelves to be ar bis 
commandement :and this was in the raigne of Charles the fixth, Io the 
ſame booke it is recorded, That in the raigne of Charles the ſeventh, one 
Maſter V:#/am Edilixe DoRor in Divinity, and Prior of Saint Germaine 
in Lay, baring been at Auguſtine Frier, gave himſelfe ro the Devill for 
his —_ tO have his _ of a certain —_— o—_ p time 
ina placewherea Sy O le were z; where to 
the = that be mi pms dates bimſelfe confeſſed)he took a broom 
and rode upon it, He confeſſed alſothat be had don homage to that enemy 
of God, the Devill ; who #ppeared unto him in the ſhape of a ſheep, and 
made him kifſc his hinder parts, as he reported. For which cauſes hee was 
placed upon a ſcaffold, and openly made to weare a paper containing bis 
owne faults, and afterwards plotted to live priſoner all the reſt of his life 
laden with yroas,inthe Biſhop of Zereex his houſe, which was accordingly 
executed. This happened in the yeare 145 3. 


In the raigne of the ſame King, 1457, there was a certaine _— - 2

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village necre to Soiſſons, who to revenge himſelte of a Farmer thatrerai- 3: 
ned from him the tenths which were appointed to the Knights of the 7 
Rhodes, wenttoa Witch, of whom he received ingift afat toad inan ear- 

then por, which ſhe had a long while fed and brought up, which ſhe com- 

i bim to baptiſe ; as he alſodid, and called itby the name of 7ohs : 

albeit I cremble to recite ſo monſtrous and vile a fac , yer that every man Conrewpr of 
might ſee how deadly beſorred thoſe ſort of people are that give them. OT. 
ſelves over to Satan,and with what power of errour heoverwhelmerh chem, 
and beſide, how full of malice this uncleane ſpirit is, that as it were in de- 

ſpight of God, would prophane the holy Sacrament of Baptiſmc, This 

good holy Curarte, after he had conſecrated the holy hoſt, gave iralſoro 

the toade tocat, and afterward reſtored it to the Witch again,whokilliog 

the roade, and cutting it in pieces, with other tuch like forceries, cauſed 

a young wench to carry it ſecretly into the Farmers houſe, and to put ic un- 

der thc table as they were at dinner ; whereupon immediately the Farmer 

and his children chat were at the table fell ſuddenly ficke, and three dayes 

after died : the Witch her ſelfe being dereed, was burned, but the Cu- 

rate ſuffered onely a licele impriſonment inthe Bifhop of Paris houſe, and 

that not long for what with friendſhip and money he was ſoone delivered. 

Froeiſſard, who was Treaſurer and Canon of Chymay, reporteth of ano. 

ther Curate in the countrey of Beare (under Charles the ſeventh) that had 

a familiar ſpirit which hee called Orthow + whoſe helpe hee uſed tothe 
diſturbance of the Lqgrd of Corofle, by caufing a terrible noiſe to bee 
hearderery night by him and his ſervants in his caſtle, becauſe the ſaid 

Lord withheld his tyches from him, and converted them to his owne 

uſe, 

In the yiare 15 30, at Nuremburga certaine Prieſt ftudied Art Magick, wie. 

and being very coverous of gold and filver, the Devill (whom hee ſerved) 

ſhed him through a Chryſtallcertaine treaſures hidden in che city : he by 

and by (greedy of this rich prey) went to that part of the city where hee 

ſuppoſed it co have lien buried : and being arrived at the place, with a com- 

panion whom he brought to this pretty paſtime, fell a ſearching and dig- 

ging upa hollow pit,untill he perceived a coffer that lay inthe bottome of 

the hole,with a great blacke dog lying by it : whither he was no ſooner en- 

rres, but the earth fell downe and flledup the hole,and ſmothered and cru. 

ſhed him to death. So this poore Prieſt was entrapped and rewarded by his 

maſter no otherwiſe than he deſerved ; but otherwiſe than he expected or 

looked for. 

Howbeit they are not onely ſimple Prieſts and Friers that deale with Naveler.viae. 

theſe curſed Arts, but even Popes themſelves. Silveſter the ſecond (as Pla- © 

tiza and others report) was firſt aconjuring Frier, and gave himſclfe to the 

Devill upon condition he might be Pope, as he was indeed; and having 

obtaincd his purpoſe, as it ſeemed he began carneſtly rodefire tro knowthe 

day wherein he ſhould die: which alſo his Schoolmaſter the Devill revea. 

led unto him, but under ſuch doubtfull rearmes, that he dreamed in his 

fooliſh conceir, of immortality, and that he ſhould never die. It chanced 

ona time as he was finging Maſle at Rome ina Temple called Icruſalem 

(which was the place aſſigned him todic in)and not Ieruſalem in Paleſtina 

(as he made himſelfe falſly to beleeve,he heard a great noiſe of Devils that , 
came to fetch him away (note that this was done in Maſfſe while) whereat the nowing, 
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be being rcrrified and rormented , and ſeeing bimſclfe not able any way 


ro eſcape, hee deſired his people to rend his body in pieces after his death, 
and lay it upon a chariot, apd ler horſes draw it whither they would ; 
which was accordingly performed : for as ſoone as he was dead, the pie- 
ces of his carkaſſe were carricd out of the Church of Laterane by the wic- 
ked ſpirit, whoas he ruled him in life, ſo he was the chiefe in his death and 
funerals. 

By like means came Bevxedi/7 the ninth tothe Popedome, for he was a de- 
teſtable Magitian; and in the ten yeares wherein he was Pope baving com- 
mitted infinite villanies and miſchiefaas at laft by his familiar friend the 
Devill frangled to death in a forreft, whither be went to apply himſelfe the 
more quieter to his conjurings. 

Gregory the (ixth, ſcholler to Silveſter, as great a conjurer as his maſter, 
wrought much miſery in his time, but was at laſt baniſhed Rome, and en- 
ded his life in miſery in Germany. 

Tohn the two and twentieth, being of no better diſpoſition than theſe we 
have ſpoken of, but following judiciall aſtrology, fed himſelfe with avain 
hope of long life, whereof he vaunted himſelfe —_— familiars, one 
day above the reft at Virerbum, in achamber which he had lately builded, 
ſaying,thar he ſhould live a great while, hewas aſſured of it : preſently the 
floore brake ſuddenly in pieces, and be was found ſeven daics after craſhed 
ro pieces under the ruines thereof. All this notwithſtanding, yet other 
Popes ceaſed not to ſuffer themſelves ro be infeRted with this execrable 
poiſon:as Hildebrand, who was called Gregory the ſeventh,and Atexander the 
fixtb, of which kinde we ſhall ſee a whole legend in the next booke. Doe 
bur marke theſe holy Fathers how abhominable they were, tobe in ſuch 
ſort given over to Satan. 

Cornelis Agrippa, a great Student inthiscurſed Art, and a man famous 
both by his owne works and others report, for his Necromancy, went al- 
waics accompanied with an evill ſpirit inthe fimilitude of a blacke dogge : 
bur when his time of death drew neer,and be was urged torepenrance, hee 
rooke off the inchanted collar from the dogs neck, and ſent him away with 
theſe termes , Get thee hence thos curſed beaſt, which baſt utterly deflroyed mee + 
Neither was the dog ever after ſeen:ſome ſay be lept into Araris, and never 
carne out againe. Lderipps himſelfe died at Lyons ina baſc and beggarly 
Inne. 

Zeroaſtres King of BaQria isnotified to have bin the inventer of Aſtro- 


| Togy and Magicke. But the Devill (whoſe miniſtry he uſcd) when ke was

too importunate with him,burned him to death. 

Charles the ſeventh of France, put Egedims de Raxs*Marſhall of his King- 
dome, toa cruell and filthy death, becauſe he practiſed this Art, and inthe 
ſame had murthered an hundred and twenty teeming women and yoog in- 
_ cauſed him tobe hanged upona forke by a hot fire, and roaſted to 

cath. 

Bladad the ſonne of Led King of Britaine, now called England, in 
the yeare of the World 3100, ( bee that builded the city of Bath, as 
our late Hiſtories witneſſe, and alſo made therein the Bathes ) addied 
bimſclfe ſo much to the Devilliſh art of Necromancy, that hee wroughe 
wonders thereby, inſomuch that be made himſelfe wings, and atremp. 
ted to flee like Deda/ms : but the Devill (as ever like a falſe knave) for- 

ſooke

ſooke him in his journey , ſo thaiL fi; gowne and brake his necke. 79 
Inthe yeare of our Lord 1578, Oe «:,,g,, >:abrocke dwelling in Saint 

Georges pariſh in London, being a figure ſetter, ..q yehemently ſuſpeed 

to be a Conjurer, by the eommandement of the Iudgagpearcd in the pa- 

riſh Church of Saint Seviexr at Court holden there : where whijleſt he was 

buſic in entertaining a Proctor, and leaned his head upon a youu ood 

ſpace.the Proor _ ro lift up his head roſee what he ayled,and Sand 

him departing out of this life, and ſtraightwayes he fell downe ratling in 

che throat, without ſpeaking any one word. This firange judgement hap- 
ned before many witneſſcs, who ſearching him, found about him five de- 

villiſh books of conjuration and moſt abhominable praQiſes, with a pi- 

ure in tin of a man having three dice in his hand, with this writing, ' E: 

Chance dice fortanately , and much other traſh : ſo that every one confeſſed 

it to be a juſt judgement againſt Sorcery, and a great example to cauſe 

others to feare the juſt judgement of God, Now let every one learne by 

theſe examples to feare God, and to ſtand firme and ſtedfaſt ro his holy 

Word, without turning fiom it on any fide, fo ſhall he be ſafe from ſuch 

like miſerable ends as theſe wicked varlets come unto, 


CHAP X XII. 


Of thoſe that through pride and vaine-glory ſtrove to 
wſturpe the honour due unto God. 


23 Forgetfull and unthankfull minde for the benefits 
pj which God beftoweth upon us, is a branch of this 
2 frſk Commandement, as well as thoſe which wear be- 
? fore: And this is when we aſcribe not unto God the 
- ») glory of his benefits, to give bim thanks for them, bac 
FF (£99) .Q® through a fooliſh pride extoll our ſelves higher than 
— CEVSS SS we ought, preſuming above meaſure and reaſon in our 
owne power, deſire to place our ſelves in a higher degree than is meer, 
With this fond and fooliſhaffeRtion (I know not how) our firſt fathers G.:. 
were tickled and tainted from the beginning,to chink ro impaire the glory 
of God : and they alſo were puffed up with the blaſt of ambition, that I 
know not with what fond, fooliſh, raſh, and proud conceit,wenr abour afcer 
the floud to build a city and rower of exceeding height,by that means to 
win fame and reputation amongſt men : In ſtead whereof they ought rather <=" 
to have _— God by remembring bis gracious goodneſſe in their mira- 
culous deliverance in their fathers perſons, from that general] deluge and 
ſhipwracke of the world : but foraſmuch as with a proud and high ſto- 
macke they lifted up themſelves againſt God, tro whom all glory onely ap- 
pertaineth, therefore God alſo ſer himſelf: againſt them and againſt their 
over bold praQiſes, interrupting all their determined preſumptuous pur- 
poſes, by ſuch a confufion and alrerationof rongues which be ſent among 
them, that one could not underſtand another : ſo that with ſhame rhey 
were conſtrained to leave their begun worke, And beſides, in ſtead of that 
ſirong and ſurc habitation which they dreamed on, to maintain and m_— 
them- 
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themſelves by,agaio(t all enemies, and *<70rtrelie and caftle wherby they 
went about to keepother in fubje 292 10 them,they were forced to forſake 


the place by the juſt judg--<2of God,who ſcattered and diſperſed them 
hither and thicher. at he might bring them to that eſtate and condition 
which they mot of all feared,and trove roſhun. And thus God reſiſteth 
the proud, and fayouretb the humble : loe here the puniſhment wherewith 
God puniſhed their ſin, remaining ill upon them this day,for a chaſtiſe- 
ment of their proud ſpirits. 

With the ſtaine of this finne, moſt commonly, the mightieſt Poten- 
cates of this world are defiled, who although both by word and writing 
avouch and confeſſe their er to be by the grace of God, yet for the 
moſt part they are very unthankfull for the ſame, and ſo proud and high 
minded, that they ſhew themſclves moſt obſtinate and ungratefull of all 
men : for oftentimes they rob him of the honour and glory which is pecu- 
liar unto himſelfe, and attribute it to themſelves, in ſerting forth their 
brave and ſumptuous ſhewes and triumphs : this 13 the finne whereof Nu- 
buchaduezzar King of Babell was reproved ; for God having beſtowed upon 
bim a kingdome with ſuch pompe and renowne, that he made whole nati- 
ons to tremble before his face, and putting mary people in ſubje&ion un- 
der him, he (in ſtead of giving thanks for theſe great benefits) exalted 
bimſelfe, ſuffering his beart to ſwell, and his underſtanding to waxe hard 
with pride, not regarding the Lord who extolled him ſo high : and yer nor- 
withſtanding he was conſtrained toconfeſſe and acknowledge him for the 
true God, to have an everlaſting Kingdome,and an infinite power, as well 
by the forewarning of dreames which Dxie/ interpreted, as by the miracu- 
lous deliveranceof three young men out of the burning furnace , there- 
foreas he walked oneday in his royall palace at Babylon, and vaunted of 
bis greatneſſe, and magnificence, ſaying to himſcltfe, 75 not thirgreat Babel, 
which 1 have built for the houſe of the King dome, by the mig ht of my power, and 
for the honour of my Majefty ? Now whileſt the word was yet in his mouth, a 
voyce was heard from heaven, ſaying, O King, to thee i « ſpoken, Thy King 
dome ſhall depart from thee : and according to the tenour of the voyce hee 
was immediately depoſed from his royall ſeat, ſpoiled of all bis glory,dri- 
ven from the ſociety of men, deprived of ſenſe, and made a companion for 
the bruit beaſts, and wilde aſſes,cating grafle like oxen, even ſo long,untill 
his baire was growne ſtiffe like Eagles feathers, and his nailes ljke the 
clawes of birds. In which cftate he continued the ſpace of ſeven yeares , 
even he that a little before was ſo proud ahd arrogant, and he that had con. 
quered ſo many kingdomes and nations, that triumphed over Ieruſalem, 
with the Kings thereof, This is a moſt excellent looking glafle for Kings 
to behold the fickleneſſe and inſtability of all their power and pomp, when 
it pleaſeth God to humble and bring them under : there is neither Scepter, 
Crowne, ſtay, or firength of man, that is able to hiader and turne aſide 
the hand of the Almighty, the King of Kings, from abaſing and weakning 
the moſt high and ſtrong of this world, let them be never ſo brave an jolly, 

and bringing them into a low, contemptible,and brutiſh eſtate. 

Beſides this which we bave already touched, there is another kinde of 
pride and preſamption moſt damnable and deteſtable of all, and it is when 
a man doth ſo much forger bimſclfe, as to ſeiſe and take upon him that ho- 


nour which onely appertainerh to God, aſcribing ro himſelfe a certaine 
deity,

deity. One would hardly thinke that there were avy ſuch in the world, fo Y, 
proud as to commit this finne, did not experience by certaineexamples 
reach us the contrary : As firſt of all the King of Tyre, whoſe heart was ſo 
exalted with the multitude of riches, and the renowne and greatneſſe of 
bis houſe, that he doubted not to eſteeme himſelfe a god,and to deſire ma- 
jcſty and power correſpondent thereunto, For which preſumption God by Chap.38. :, 
the Prophet Bzgchiel reproved him, and threatned his deſtruQion, which ** << 
afterward came upon him, when by the power of a ſtrange and terrible 
pation, his goodly godhead was overcome and murthered, feeling indeed 
_=_ he was no god, as hee ſappoſed, but a man ſubjeR to death and mi- 
cry. 

King Herod, firnamed Agrippe, which put /aves the brother of Tohbnto Af: 124 
death, and impriſoned Peter, with purpoſe to make him taſte of the fame 
cup, was puffed up with no lefle ſacrilegious pride; for being uponatime 
ſeated in his throne of judgement, and arrayed in his royall robes, ſhewing | 
forth his greatneſſe and magnificence in the preſence of the Embaſladors 
of Tyre and Sidon, that defired rocontinue in peace with him, as be ſpake 
unto them, the people ſhouted and cryed, That it was the voice of God, 
and not of man : which titles of honour he diſclaimed not, and therefore | 
the Angellof the Lord ſmote him ſuddenly, becauſc he gave not the glory 
to God : ſo that he was eaten with wormes, and gave up the ghoſt. 7oſephus 
reporteth the ſame ſtory morear large on this manner : Vpon the ſecond !ewith Anti 
_ the ſolemnization of the playes which Heredcauſed to be celebra. 097: 
ted for the Emperours health, there being a great numberof Gentlemen 
and Lords preſent, that came from all quarters ro his feaſt, be came bertime 
in the morning tothe Theatre, clad in a garment all woven with fi [ver of « 
marvellous workmanſhip ; upon which, as the Sun rifing caſt his beames, 
there glittered our ſuch an excellent brightneſle, that thereby bis perni- 
tious flatterers tooke occaſion to call him with a loud voice by the name of 
God : for the which ſacrilegious ſpeech, he not reprovipg nor forbidding 
them, was preſently taken with moſt grievous and horrible delomreacd 
gripes in his bowels, ſo that looking upon the people be uttered theſe 
words: Behold here your goodly god, whom you but now ſo bighly hono- 
red, ready to die with extreame paine. And ſo hedied indeed-moſt miſe. 
rably, evenwhen he was in the top of his honour and jollity, and as ic were 
in the midſt of his carthly Paradiſe,being beaten downe and ſwallowed up 
with confaſion and ignominy,not ſtricken with the edge of ſward or ſpeare 
(for that had been far more honourable)but gnawne in pieces with lice and 
vermine, | 

Simon M ag me, Otherwiſe called Simex the Samaritan, borne in a village Z«b.c2-c.12, 
called Gitton, after hewas curſed of Peter the Apoſtle, for offering to buy 7;,,.; pn * 
the gifts of the Spirit of God with money, went roRome, and there pur. 
ting in praRtiſe his magicall arts, andworking miracles by the Devill, was 
reputed agod,and had an image creed in his honour, with ahis inſcrip- 
tion, 7s Simon dhe holy god : Beſides, all the Samaritanes, anddiverzalfoof 
other nations accounted him no lefle, as appeared by the reverence and ho- 
nour which they did unto bim : inſomuch, as they called his companion, 
or rather his whore Helens (for thatwas ber profeſſion in Tyrea cigy of Phe- 
nicia)the firſt mover that diſtilled out of S;vevs boſome, Now heto foſter 


this fooliſh and ridiculous opinion of theirs, and to eternize bis name, 
boaſted 
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boaſted that he would at a certaine time fly up into heaven, which,as be at- 
tempred to doe by the helpof the Devill, Peter the Apoſtle commanded 
the unclean ſpirit tocaſt him down again, ſo that he fell upon the carth and 
was bruiſed to death, and proved himſelfe thereby to be no more than a 
mortall, wicked, and deteſtable wretch. 

Moreover elſewhere we read of Alexander the Great, whoſe courage 
and magnanimity was ſo cxceeding great, that he enterpriſed to goe our of 
Greece and ſet upon all Aſia, onely with an army of ewo and thirty thou- 
ſand footmen, five bundred horſe, and an hundred and fourcſcore ſhips:and 
in this appointment paſſing the ſeas, he conquered in ſhort ſpace the grea- 
reſt part of the world : for which cauſc he was repreſented rothe Propher 
Daniel in a viſion, by the figure of a Leopard with wings on bis backe, to 
nOtifie the great diligence and ſpeedy expedition which he uſed incom- 
paſſing ſo many ſudden and great viQories ; with pride he was ſo ſoone 
infeRed, that he would brooke no equal! nor companion in his Empire 
but as heaven had but one Sunne, ſo he thought the earth ought ro have 
but one Monarch, which was himſelfe : which mind of his he made known 
by his anſwerroKing Daria demanding, peace, and offcring bim the one 
halfe of his Kingdome to be quict g when he refuſed to accord thereunto , 
ſaying, He ſcorned tobe a partner inthe halfe, and hoped robe full poſleſ. 
ſor of the whole. After bis firſt victory had of Dri«s, and his entrance 
into Egypt (which he tooke without blowes, as alſo he did Rhodes and 
Cilicia) he praQiiſed and ſuborned the Prieſts that minifired at the Oracle 
of H ammes, tomake him be pronounced and entituled by the Oracle, The 
ſonne of Tepiter (which kinde of jogling and deceit was common at that 
time.) Having obtained this honour, forthwith be cauſcd bimſclfe tobe 
worſhipped as a god, according tothe cuſtome of the Kings of Perſia : nei- 

ther wanted he flatrerers about him that egged him forward, and ſoothed 
him up in this proud humor : albeit that many of the better ſort endeavou- 
red rooth and nayle to turne him from it, It hapned as bewarred in India, 
he received ſo ſore a wound, that with paine thereof he was conſtrained to 
ſay, Though he was the renowned ſonne of /apiter, yet be ceaſed not to feele 
che infirmirics of a weake and diſeaſed body : finally, being recurned ro 
Babylon, where many Embaſſadors of divers farre coyotrics, as of Car- 
thage, and other cities in Africa, Spaine, France, Sicily, Sardinia,and cer- 
taine Cities of Italy, were arrived to congratulate bis good ſucceſle, for the 

at renowne which by his wertby deeds he had gotten, as ke lay there ta- 
Ling his reſt mapy dayes, and bathing himſeltfe in all kinde of pleaſurc,one 
day after a great feaſt, that laſted a whole day and a night, ina banquet aftcr 
ſupper, being ready to returne home, he was poyſoned ; when before bee 
bad drunke his whboledtaught, be gave adeep Ggb fuddenly, as if bee had 
been thruft through withia dart, and was carried away in a fwoone, vexed 
with ſuch horrible torment, that had he not been reſtrained, bewould have 
killed hitafelfe. And on' this manner he that could not contenr himſelfe 
with the condition of a man, bur would necds climbe above the clouds, 
to goeinequipage with God, drunke up his owne death, leaving as ſud- 
denly all h1sworldly pompe, as hee bad ſuddenly gorten it : which va. 
niſhed like fmoake, none of his children being any whit the berter for 


it, 


There was in Syracuſa aCity of Sicilia(which is now called Saragoſſc)a

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Phy fitiancalled Heneraes, whoſe folly and preſumption was ſa grear,tha | 
he accoatited Himſelfe a 90d, and deſired to be ſoreputed by others, bo & 


mych that e required to other wages. and recompetce of rhe parienrs =» 
which b&tooke in band {as «£14 witneſſerb) burrhar rhey thoulf | v. 
acknow ledge him to be Lepiter, and call him ſo, and 'avory themſelves t5 his 


fervice, Vpon a time Dens the tyrant, deſirous to make ſome patio ih 
him, made feaſt, and invited him amongſt others to be his gueſt ; blirbe- 
Cauſe he waga god, to doe him honour anſwerableto his name, be placed 
Him at a table alf alone,and ſer before him no diſhes, but only acenſer with 
frankincenſe, which.wasa proper and convenient ſervice for the gods, This 
bonourable dyty pleaſed the Phyſirian very well at the firſt, ſo thac beſhuf. 
fed up the perfume moſt willingly : bur when this poore god ſaw che other | 
gueſts catlog and drinking indeed, and himſclfe not being able tobe fed 
wich ſmoake; ready ro-0ors with hbuoger, aroſe up and went away all in- 
raged in himſelfe, and derided of others ; baving more need to purge his 
—_ braines of their ſuperfluous humor, than others from cheir fick- 
nefſes. | 

Caliguls the firſt, Emperor, being become an ordinary deſpiſer and oper 
mock<r of all Religion, it came preſently in his braine to beleeve(ſodrun- 
ken was he with a draught of his owne fooliſh conceit) that there was no 
other God but himſclfe; therefore he cauſed men ro worſhip him, and ro 
kifſe his hands or his feet in token of reverence (which honour afterwards 
the Popes tooke upon them) yea and was ſo beſorred, that he wene abour 
by certaine engines of art $0 counterfeit rhubder and lightniogs: albcjrin , 
all this pride and arrogancy, or rather folly, there was none [0 tigjcrous 
and feareſull as he,or that could ſooner upon lighter occaſion be diſyaicd, 
One day as he was by mount Zcna in Sicily, bearing by chance the yiolenr 
cracking of the flames which all that ſeaſon aſcended outof the top of the 
hill,ir ſtrucke ſo ſudden and horrible a feare into him, that he never ceaſed 
flying all night till he came to Phar in Meſſina. Every little thunderclap 
put him in feate of death, for he would leap up and downe like a mad man 
when he heard it thunder ; finding himſelfe notable by his godhead tode- 
fend himſclfc from the power thereof : but if there chanced greater cracks 
than ordinary, thenwould not his hot bed hold bim, bur needs muſt he run 
intothe cold floore underneath the bed, to hide himſelfe. Thus was hee 
compelled againſt his will ro feare him whom willingly he woald not 
deigne to acknowledge. And thus it falleth out with all wicked miſcrable 

Arbeiſts, whoſe hearts imagine there is no God ; and therefore bave ſo 
lirtle aſſurance jg themſelves, that there need no thunder and lightening ro 
amaſe them ; for che ſhakipg of every leafe iFſufficiept romake rhem trem- 
ble: Toconrlude, this Atheiſt, void of all Religion and feare of Gad,and 
full of all prophapenefſc,was. according to his due deſert, murthered by ono 
of his ſervants: of the which will follow more ar large inthe next booke. 

Domitian likewiſe was ſo blinded with pride, that bee would be cal- 9474.7:

rm earthquakes, lightenings,and thunders, that would aftoniſh a wiſe 
raine to heare or behold them an a ſudden, . 
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of God, in word, indeed, take unto them the authority and powerof God $8 5 
bimſelfe : as of pardoning and abſolving ſinnes, creating lawes and ordi- 
ances at their pleaſure, in binding or unbinding mens conſciences;which 
things appertaine to God onely. Nay they have been ſo brazen-faced, is 
rocommand angels and devils,as Clement the fifth did in oneof his buls : fo 
inpudent as to be carried like Idols upon their vaſſals ſhoulders,and weare 
three crownes upon their heads , fo and arrogent, as toconfſtraine 
Kings and Emperours to kiſſe their feet, tomake them their vaſſals, to 
uſurp lordſhip and dominion over them, and all their lands and poſſeflions, 
and todiſpoflefſe whom they like not, of Kingdomes, and inſtall in their 
roome whom they pleaſe,and all this by the thugder of excommunication, 
whereby they make themſelves feared and Rood in awe of. By which deg- 
liog of theirs, they verifie in themſelves that which the Scripture ſpeaketh 
of Antichriſt, which is the man of finne, the ſoone of perdition, ah adver- z Thc... 
ſary, and one that exalteth himſelfe againſt all which iscalled God, or 
which is worſhipped,till he be ſet as a Godin the Temple of God, ſhewing 
himſelfe that he is God. Wherefore alſo the heavy vengeance of God is 
manifeſt upoo thermo, by the great and borrible punifhmenes they have been 
tormented with : for ſome of them have had their eyes pulled out; others 
bavedyed in priſons ; a third ſort bave bin ſmothered rodearh;a fourth hath 
bin kiJled wich the ſword ga fifth hath died with bungery a fixth hath been 
toned , a ſeventh poyſoned ; and yer there hath not wanted an eighth ſorr; 
whom the Devill himſelfe hath ſtifled. 

This it is to ovex-reach the clouds, and not content with earthly power, $-bel-£xe- 
to uſurp a ſupremacy and preheminence over Kings : ſuch was rhe pride of 5,13. 21cire 
Pope Bender the eighth, when he ſcar an embaſſage eo 2b:/ip the Faire, e3e/xes.

ſelfe robe. his ſubje& in all cauſes ,' as well ſpiricuall as remporall, and to 
levy a ſubfidy for his holinefle curof his clergy, diſabling bis authority in 
beftawing Church liviogs, which prerogative he challenged to his See:the 
concluſion of this bull was in theſe words 3 Alied credentes fatues repute.

A memorable anſwer, well beſceming a truc royall and French heart. Im- 

mediately he aſſembled rogethera nationall Councell of all the Barons 

and Prelates within his dominion, o Paris, wherein Boniface being py

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nounced an Hereticke, a Symoniſt, and a Manſlayer, it was agreed upon 
by a joint conſent, that the King ſhoald doe no more obeiſance, bur re- 
je as nothing worth, whatſoever he ſhould impoſe. Wherefore the King 
to tame his proud and malitious nature, diſpatched ſecretly two hundred 
men atarmes under the condu of one Captaine Noguerd, towards Avian 
in Naples (whither his Holinefſe was fled for feare of divers whoſe houſes 
and caſtles he had cauſed to be raſed downe)there to ſurpriſe him on a ſud- 
den : which ftratagem they ſpeedily performed, and carried him priſoner 
roRome, where he died moſt miſerably. Peter Mefjea Spaniſh Gentleman 
of Sevill,ſaith in many of his LeRures, that be died in priſon inreged with 
famine, Nicholas Gilles in bis firft volume of French Chronicles reporteth, 
that he died inthe cafile Saint Angelo, through afluxe of his belly, which 
caſt him into a frenzy, that he gnew off his owne hands, and that at the 
houre of his death there were heard horrible thunders, and tempefts, and 
lightenings round about : this is he in whoſe honour this fine Epitaph was 
made : 1#tr4vit.ut Vulpes, regnavit wt Leo, mortuns eft ut Canis , He emired like 
4 Fox, reigned like a Lyon, and dyed like a Dog, And this was he thatonthe 
firſt day of Lent giving aſhes to the Biſhop of Genes, in ftead of nſing 
the ordinary forme of ſpeech, which is, Aements home quodcing es, & in 
cinerem comverterts, Remember man that thes art |. on into aſhes thew ſhalt re- 
«rx ſaid in deſpight and mockery, Mements home quia Gibellinu es, Or cum 
Gibellings in cinerem converteris : Rember that thaw art 4 Gibelline, andtogether 
withthe Gibell nes thow ſhalt be turned inte aſhes + and in ſiead of layitg the 
aſhes upen bis forchead; threw them into. his eyes, and forthwith depri- 
ved him of his B. ſhopricke, and would have done worſe, if ithad been in 
his power : marke what little account this holy fatber himſclfe made. 
of theſe ceremonies , and therefore it is no marvel if others mocke 
- them, ſeeing the Popes themſelves make them but matters of pa- 
ime, 

If itbe ſo therefore, that noman ought ro ate to himſelfe avy title 
of deity, then conſequently it is no lefle | cogive that divine ho- 
nour to any other mortall creature , and therefore the people of Czſares 
faulted greatly, when blaſphemouſly they called King Hereda god,as harh 
beendeclared before. Likewiſe itrwas highand preſumprion in the 
Senatof Rome, net to receive any god totheir mot-wealth, without 
their owne fore-approbation and conſent. As if that God could nor main. 
raine his dignity , aot ſtand without the good liking and affent of 'men ; 
or as if that man could defie whom he lifted, which is a mioft ridiculons 


_ andabſurd thing. And thus the Romanes intime of Tiberiw cenſecrating 


tothemſclres a whole legion, even thouſands of falſe gods, would not 
_ of the true God, and his Sonne Chriſt, bur reje&ed him above all 
i; 

Among allthe vanities of the Athenians, this was one worthy noting, 
bow they ordained, that Demetrias, Hlexanderrſucceſior (forre-eftabliſhing 
nan: antient liberty) with bis farther A4»tizonas, ſhould be 
call _ honoured with the title of Saving gods, and to have a 
Prieftthat ſhould offer ſacrifice untothem *: and moreover cauſed their pi- 
Qures to be drawne in the ſame banner where the piures of Tepiter and 
A'inerva (the proteQors of their city) were drawne in broidered worke : 


- but this good]y banner as it was carried abour in proceffion, was rent in 


pleces 
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ieces by a tempeſtuous ftorme that:aroſe ſuddenly, God thereby 'mani- 
Eaio how odious and diſpleaſant both this new and old ſuperſticion was 
in bis fight : beſides char, doe but confider the laudablc vertues that ſo 
commended this new god Demetriw, to make them honour him in ſuch 
ſore; they were violence and crueltics, intemperance, with all: inordinate 
laſciviouſneſſe, villanics, and whoredomes : ſo that it was no marvell if 
they had made him a god, being unwertby altogether of humane ſdciery. 
This new found god having gotren a great viory by ſea, as he triumphed 
and braved it with ſhips after the ſame; was ſo ſhattered with a ſudden 
tempeſt, thar the greateſt part of his navy went rowrecke, and afterwards 
was vanquiſhed by Seleuchus ina battell, wherein his father CHmigenns was 
flaine : and when he thought to returne to Athens, they ſhut their gates 

upon him, whom a little before they had canonized for a god : forwhich 

cauſe he raiſed war againſt them, and ſo wearied them with onſers-on.cach 

ſide, and fo incloſed them both by ſea and land, that being brought ro ex- 

rreame famine and neceſſity, they were compelled to entertain him again, 
and to behold the borrible outrages of their owne madegod, totheir griefe 
and confuſion. But not long after, Sele#chw once againe damped his cou. 

rage, inſomuch that having lived three yeares in a countrey of Syria, like a 

baniſhed outlaw ; for feare to be delivered into his hands, and weary of his 
owne life, he ſtaffed himſelfe ſowith food, that he burſtin pieces, There- 

fore let every man learne by theſe examples, not to tranſlate the honour and 

majeſty of God to any creature, but to leave it to him alone,who is jealous 

thereof, and will not (as the Prophet faith) give his glory unto ano- 

ther.

S rouching voluptuous Epicures and curſed Atheiſts, 
that deny the providence of God , belceve not the 
f\ immortality of the ſoule,think there is no ſuch thing 
as life rocome, and conſequently impugn all divini. 

ty, living in this world like bruic beaſts and like dogs 
and ſwine, wallowing in all ſenſuality ; they doc alſo 
ſtrike chemſelves againſt ehis comm by 
going about to wipe out and deface the know! 
of God , and if iewere poſſible, to extinguiſh bis very Eſſence; wherein 
they ſhew themſelves more than mad and brutiſh, whereas notwichftan. 
ding all the evident teftimonics of the verrue, bounty, wiſedome,and erer- 
nall power of God, which they dayly fee with theircyes,and feele im chem- 
ſelves, doc neverthelefſe ſtrive roquench his lightof naturewhich cnligh- 
reneth and perfwadeth them and all Nations of this, There is a God, 5y 
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whow we love, move, and have our being ;, who although in his Efſenceis invi- A&:7.22. 


fible, yet maketh be himſelfe knowne,and as it were ſcene by his works and

ſubſiſting > Is there a day without a Sun ? Are there fruit and no trees > 
Plants and no ſeeds > Can it raine without a cioud > Be a tempeſt withour 
winde 2 Cana ſhip ſayle withour a Pyloe 2 Or a houſe be builtwithour a 
Carpenter or builder ? If then every part of this world hatb his particu- 
lar cauſe of being and dependance, is it likely that the whole is withour 
cauſe to be to it a furniſhing and government > Say, you hogs and dogs, 
doe you not beleeve that which you ſee? or if your eyes be bored out that 
you cannot ſce, muſt you thinke there is go Sunpe nor-light, becauſe your 
cyecs arc in darkneſſe and blindnefle > Can you behold all the ſecrets of na- 
ture 2 Is there nothing but a voice, a ſinging of birds, or an harmonious 
conſort of muſical! inſtruments in the world > Aud yet who perceiverh 
theſe ſmall rhivgs > Can you behold the winde > Can you ſce the ſweer 
ſmell of fragrant flowers along the fields > Can you ſee the ſecrets 
of your owne bodies, yourentrailes, your heart and your braine > And yer 
you cea(e not to beleeve that there are ſuch things,cxcept you be heartleſſe 
and brainlefſe indeed : Why then doe you meaſure God by your own ſight, 
and doe not beleeve there is a God, becauſe he is inviſible, fince that he ma- 
nifefteth himſclife more apparently both to underſtanding and ſence, than 
either voice, ſmell orwinde > Doe not your owne oathes,blaſphemies,and 
borrible curſings beare wirnefſe againſt you, when you ſweare by, deſpighe 
and maugre him whom you deny to be > Doth nor every thunderclap con- 
ſtraine you torremble at the blaft of his _ ? If any calamity approach 
neere unto or light upon you, or if death be threatned or ſet beferc your 
eycs, doe nor you then feele, in ſpight of all your reaſon, that the ſevere 
judgement of God doth waken up your dull and fleepy conſcience to come 
to his tryall > There was never. yer any nation or people ſo barbarous, which 
by the perſwaſion and inftin of nature hath not alwayes belceved acer- 
tainedeity, and tothipke otherwiſe is not only a deteſtable thing, but alſo 
moſt abſurd,and ſocontrary to humane reaſon,that the very Paynims have 
very little eolerated ſuch horrible blaſphemy. The Athenians are witneſ- 
ſes hereof, who baniſhed Protegores their city and countrey, becauſe in the 
beginning of one of his books be called in queſtion the deity, and cauſed 
his books to be burned openly, Neither ſhewed they any lefle ſeverity to- 
wards Diagoras, fit che Arheiſt : when being (as ſome ſay) injuri- 
ouſly and falſly accuſed of rhis crime, and for fearc of puniſhment, fled 
away, they proclaimed, that whoſoeyer did kill him ſhould have a talent 
of (Gilver in recompence, which in value is as much as fix bundred crowns, 
after the rate of five and thirty ſhillings French to the crowne. How much 
more then is the ſtate of Chriſtendome atthis day to be lamented, which 
weſce.in many places infeted with ſuch a contagious peftilence, that 
divers men invenomed with this deadly poiſon, are ſo miſchievous and 
wretched, as ro make roome for Arheiſme, by forbidding and bindering 
make known 
what they arc, and what zcale they beare to the religion and ſerviceof God, 
and with what affe&ion they arc led" towards the.good and ſafety of the 
commonwealth, and what hercafter is to be hoped of him: for where there

is 
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is no knowledge nor feare of God, there alſo is no bridle nor bond tore. 8 
fraine and hold men backe from doing evillwhereupon they grow to that © © 
ſe tobe moſt inſolent and prophane. This is the Divinity and goodly 

inftra&ion that commeth beyond the mountaines, from thar ſcieatificall 
Vniverfity and Colledge of the right reyerend Maſters, and from the ex- 
cellent holineſſe of ſome of their Popes : whoſe manner of life is ſodil- 
ſolure, laſcivious , diſhoneſt, and Sardanapal like , that thereby their #745-1.c-20. 
Atheiſme is evidently and notoriouſly knowne and talked of by every pbyry;lulian, 
ONE... (A 
Hereof Pope Les the tenth, a Florentine by birth, may ſerve for an ex. —_ 
ample: who as he was a very effeminate perſon, given to all mannerof de- 
lighes and pleaſure, having no other care but of himſclfe, and bis owne 
filthy carkafſes eaſe , ſohad he no more taſte at all, nor feeling of God 

and his holy Word, than a dog: he made the promiſes and threats contai- 

ned in holy Scripture, and all elſe that we belecve, matter to laugh at,and 
things frivolous and of no weight , mocking at the ſimplicity, the faith, 

and beleefe of Chriſtians : for one day when Cardinall Bembus (who alſo 
ſhewed himſelfe to be none of the beſt Chriſtians in the world, by his Ve- 
netian hiſtory, where as oft as he ſpeaketh of God be uſeth the plurall 
number, after the manner of heathen writers) alleadged a place out of the 
Goſpell, his damnable impudency was ſo great as toreply, That this fable 

of Chriſt had brought to him and ſuch as he, no lirtle profir. Oh ſtinkio 

and curſed throat to belch our ſuch monſtrous blaſphemy ! doe not theſe 
ſpeeches bewray a villanous and abhominable Atheiſt, if ever any were ? 

Is notthis to declare himſelfe opeply to be Antichriſt > For be is Anti- 
chriſt which denieth Teſus ro be Chrift, and which denieth the Father and 

the Sonne, according as Saint /ohn ſaith, Albeit in the meane while this cur- 1 toha 2.34. 
ſed caitife, that had as much religion as a dog, made ſhew tobe the prote- 

Qor and defender of the Carholicke Faith, making warre with all his po- 
weragainft Chriſt Icſus in the perſon of his ſervant Luther. Now after he 

bad by his pardons and indulgences drawne out a world of money, and 
beaped up great treaſures by the maintenance of courtizans and whores, 

and had enriched bis baſtards, onc day being at meat, he received newes of 

the overthrow of the French in Lombardy, whereat hee rejoyced out of 
meaſure, and for that good tidings doubled bis good cheare ; ſuddenly he 

was conſtrained to turne his copy from joy into ſadnefſe, from pleaſure into 
griefe and gnaſhing of teeth, by a moſt bicter and unlooked for death, 
which deprived him at once of all bis pleaſures, tomake him drink thecup 

of Gods fierce wrath, and to.throw him downe headlong intoeverlaſting 
paines and corments which were provided for him, Pope Leo ( ſaith Saint 
Martin of Belay in bis ſecond booke of memorable things) bearing of the 

cat loſſe which the Frenchmen ſuſtained at Milan, rogke fo great joy 

therear, thars catarrhe and an ague enſuing, killed him within three dayes 


after; a happy man indeed rodie with joy, ilk 

Pope lab therhird was once of the ſame ftampe, nothing inferiourto 
the former in al} manner of difſolute and infamous living, and vile and cur-. 
ſd ralke, making knowne by his impiery, that be had none other god but ” _ lib.1.cop. 
dis belly, and thar he was noneof Chriſts fold, but one of Epicures crew; © __ 
hewas ſuch a glarton, and fo paſſionate in his luſts; and ſo prophanc a de- 
fpifer of God and his Word, that once at ſupper being inraged, and bla 
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pheming becauſe they had not ſerved in « cold Pcacockewhich be com- 
manded to be kept whole ar dinner, though there were other hot on the 
table, a Cardinal! that was preſent, deſired him nor tobe ſo-moved for fo 
ſmall a trifle : What(quorh heif it pleaſed God to be ry foreati 

of anapple,asto thruſt 14aw and Eve out of paradiſe, ſhould not Iwhi 
am his Vicar bc angry for a Peacocke, which is far more worth than nay 
apple? See how this wicked wretch prophaned the holy .Seriprure, and 
like an Epicure and Atheiſt mocked: : but he died of the gout, afrer 
he bad been long plagued with irt,togetber with other diſcaſes, leaving none 
other good name behind him, ſave the report of a moſt wicked and abhomi- 


nable man. | 

Philiy 8tr0z:<e, whom Paxixs Iovies reporteth to have bin commonly bruj. 
ted to be an Atheiſt, was an Exile of Florence, and afterwards priſoner 
there inthe time of Comms Medinr, the Prince of that Commonwealth, 
(againft wbom this Philep had enterprized ro make warre) and being in pri- 
ſon, be killed himſelfe with the ſword of a Spaniard his —_—_— which 
by overſight he bad lett behinde, ſetting the point againſt his chroar, 
and falling downe upon it : ſo may all Atheiſts periſh and come to 
naught. 

> ann Rabelas baving ſuckt up alſo this poiſon, uſed like a prophane 
villain,to make all Religion a matter to laugh and mockeat ; bur God de. 
prived him cf his ſences, that as be had led a brutih life, ſo he might die a 
brutiſhdeath ; for be died mocking all thoſe that talked of God, or made 


mention of mercy in his cares. 
How miſcrablewas the end of Perzers the author of that deteftable book 


intiruled Symbolam mund;, wherein he openly mecked at Ged and his Reli- 
gio , even finally be fell into deſpaire, and gotwithſianding all that guar. 
bim,cilled bimſclfe. ' 

Tedellealſoa French tragicall Poet, being an Epicure and Atheiſt, made 
a very tragicall and moſt pittifu]l end , for he died in great miſery and di- 
ftreſſe, even pined todeath, after he had rioted out all bis ſabftance, and 
conſumed his patrimony. Zigwereles the Courtier, to make himſelfe ſeeme 
a man of ſervice, made open profeſſion of Atheiſme ; but his end and 
deſtruQion came from thence whence he looked for credit and advance. 
ment. 
To bring the matter ro an end, I will here ſet downe a notable and 
ſtrange thing that chanced in tbe raigne of Lews the ninch (as Engacrean de 
Kar 1n his ſecond volume of Hiſtories recordeth itzupon the fifs 
teenth day of Tune inthe yeare of our Lord God 1464, there bap a 
ſtrange thing io the Palace at Paris : So it was, that there was a matter in 
law to be tried betwixt the Biſhop of Angiers, and 8 tich citicen, whom 
the Biſhop charged to bave = before many witneſſes,that he beleeved 
not that there was _— G - or _— 5 Hans Hell. Naw whilſt the 
Biſhops Lawyer laid to his charge theſe thibgys,the place began totremble 
very much wherein they were, and a tone fell downe from the roof among ( 
themall, without hurting any ; yetevery man was ſore afraid, and departed 
out of the houfe uncill the morrow; then the matter was beguv againe ro 
be pleaded, which was bo ſooner in hand, but the chamber aſtefh to 
ſhake,and one of the ſurarners.came forth of bis mortiſchole,falling dow n- 


watds two foot, and there ftayed: fo that all that were within the hall loo. 
F king 
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Ling to bave been flaine outright, ran out ſoviolently, that ſomeletr be. g1 
binde themcheircaps, others their hoods, others their flippers: futomartly, | 
glad was he char could ger out firſt ; teither durſt-they plead any more 
cauſes in tharpleceunti[lirwere mended. Thus much reporteth Exgacrran, 
withour'mention of any decifion of thar-matter. Now foraſmuch a5 00+ 
thing happeacth by chance, it is moſt likely that God by that accident 
woalkd give us tounderftand, both how monſtrous and dereſtable all-ſach 
ſpeeches are, as alſo how men ought to feare and abhorre them, ſeeing that 
edumbe and ſencele ſſe creatures,und wood, beanis,planks,and ttones,and . ... 
the carth ir ſelf{dy nature ftedfaſtund fixed)are ſo far from enduring them, 
thee they are moved wirhall. 

There was a certaive blafphemons wretch, that on a time beingwith his ,;;6,1u a. 

anions in a common Ine, carowfing and making merry, avked then, temp.ſerm.r 32. 

if they thought a man was poſſeſſed with a ſoule or-no > Whereuntowhen 
ſome replyed, That the ſoules of men were immortall, and that ſome of 
thein after releaſe from the body lived in heaven, orhers in Hell (for fo the 
Writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles inſtructed them) hee anſwered 
and ſwore,that he thought ir nothing fo, bur rather that rberc was no ſoule 
in man to ſurvive the body, but that heaven and hell were meere fables,and 
inventions of Prieſts to get gaine"by ; and for himſelfe, he was ready ro 
ſell his ſoule to any thatwould buy it : thenone of his companions tooke 
up a cup of wine and+faid, Sell me thy ſoule for this cupof wine: Which 
he receiving, bad him take bis foule; anddranke op the wine. Now Suran 
himſelfe was there inn. mans ſhape (as commenly he is never far from ſach 
meetings)and bought it againe of rhe other at the ſame price, andby and 
by bad bim give him his ſoule z the whole company affirming itwas meet 
he (ſhould have ir, fince he had bought it, not perceiving the Devill : bat 
preſencly he laying hold of this ſouleſeller,carried him into the git before 
chemall, coward his own habitation; rothe greataſtoniſhment and aciaſe. 
ment of the bebolders; and from that day to this he was never heard of.but 
tryed co his pain that menhad ſoules, and that hell was no fable, according 
co his godlefle and propbane opinion, 

Pherecides (by birth a Syrian,a tragicall Poer and a Philoſopher by pro- cAtieu d: 
fefſion)boaſted impudently againft his ſchollers of his proſpetity,learfling Varbifh4. 
and wiſcdome ; ſaying, that although he offered no ſacrifices utiro rhe 
gods, yer he led a more quiet and proſperous life, than thoſc that were ad- 
diced toReligion, and therefore he paſſed not fo? any ſuch vatity:Bat ere 
long his impiery was juſtly revenged ; for the Lord firuck him with ſuch a 
firange diſcaſe, that our of his body iflued ſuch aſlimy and filthy (Went, 
and engendred ſuch a number of lice and wormes,- that his bowels Beitip 
conſumed by them, he died moſt miſerably. 

At Hambourgh not long fince there lived animpious wretch;thet defpi- 14.atr.hifer. 

ſed the preaching of the Goſpell; and che Miniſters thereof, a&ebbritiig it 

a3 a v4ite ching not worthy the beleevitg of any man : neither did he this 

bimſelf only;bur alfo ſeduced many others, bringing chein all ts Ate ifme 

and mgodtinefe. Wherefore che Lofd juſtly revompenced” hid (Or His 

itpicty i fot he thar before had no [ſerve nor ſeeling of God il BY 6oriſei- 

ence, being couched with che _ of the Almighty, grew t6 the &59- 

traty, ever £6 coo met feeling ann) knowledge of God, thit B& Rel? ito 

cxtremedeſpaire, affirming now his linges to be paſt forgivericfſe, _ 
- * 
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be bad withdrawne others from the truth, as well as bimſelfe, whereas be- 
fore he thought bimſelfe guilty of ao ſinne , and that God was fo juſt, 
that be would not forgive him; whereas before he thought therewas no 


. God (fo mighty is the tion of the Lord when he pleaſeth ro touch 


the conſcience of man) finally, continuing in this deſperate caſe, he threw 
himſelfe from the roofe of a houſe into a well, and not finding water 
enough to drowne him, he thruſt his head into the bottome z till he 
had made anend of his life, | 
Inthe yeare of our Lord 1502 there lived one Hermennew Buwicke, a 
grand Atheiſt, and a notable inſtrument of Satan, who affirmed, that the 
world never had beginning, as fooliſh Moſes dreamed : and that there was 
neither Angels, nor devils, nor bell, nor future life, but that the ſoules 
of men periſhed with their bodies: befides, that Chriſt Ieſus was nothing 
elſe but a ſeducer of the people; and that the faith of Chriſtians, and whatr- 
ſoeverelſe is contained in holy writs, was meere vanity. Theſe articles full 
of impicty and blaſphemy, he conſtantly avouched to the death ,; and for 
the ſame cauſe was together with his books burat in Holland. | 
A certaine rich man at Holberſtadium abounding with all manner of 
earthly commodities, =_ bimſelfe ſo much to his pleaſure, that be be. 
came beſotted therewith , in ſach ſort, that he made noreckoning of Reli. 
gion, nor any good thing, but dared to ſay, that if he might lead ſuch a 
life continually upon carth, he would not envy heaven, nor defire any ex- 
change. Notwithſtanding ere long(contrary to his expeRation)the Lord 
cut him off by death, and {o his deſired pleaſure came to an end: but after 
his death there appeared ſuch diabolicall apparitions in his houſe, that ne 
man daring to ;ahabite it, it became deſolate: for every day there appeared 
the Image of this Epicure fitting at a board, with a number of his gheſts, 
drinking, caroufing, and maki cheare , and his table furniſhed 
with delicates, and attended on by many that miniſtred neceflaries unto 
them, beſide with minfirels, trumpetrers, and ſuch like. In ſumme, what- 
ſoever he delighted in,in his life time,was there to be ſeene every day. The 
Lord permitting Saren to bleare mens eyes with ſuck ſtrange (hewes, to 
the end that others might be terrified from ſuch Epicuriſme and impiety, 
Not inferior to afy of the former in Atheiſme and impicty, and equall 
to all in mannerof puniſhment, was one of our owne nation, of freſh and 
late memory, called Afariin, by profeſhon a ſcholler, brought up from bis 
youth in the Voiverſity of Cambridge, but by praRiſc a Play-maker, and 
a Poerof ſcurrility , who by giving too large a (wing to his ownewir, and 
ſuffering bis luſt to have the full reines, fell (not without juſt deſert)ro thar 
great outrage and extremity, that be denied God, and his ſonne Chriſt, 
and pot onely in word blaſpbemed the Triniry, but alſo (as it is credibly 
reported) wrote books againſt it, iog our Seviour tobe but adecei- 
ver, and Aſoſes ro be but a ſeducer of the people, and the boly Biblerobe 
butvaine and idle ſtories, and all Religion but a device of policy. But ſee 
what a hooke the Lord put io the noſtrils of this barking dogge : ſo it fell 
out, that as he pu to tab one whom he oughbr a grudge anco, with 
his the other party perceiving, ſo avoyded the ſtroke, that withall 
catching hold of his wreſt, be ſtabbed his —_— into his own head; 
in ſuch fort, that noewithftanding all the means of ſargery that could be 
wrought, he ſhortly after died thereof : the marmer of his death being ſo 


terrible 
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terrible (for be even curſed and blaſphemed to his laſt gaſpe, and rogerher 
with his breath an oath flew outof- his mouth) that it was not onely a ma- 9 
nifcſt figne of Gods judgement, but alſo an horrible and fearefull terrour 
ro all that beheld him. But hereindid the juſtice of God moſt notably ap- 
pearc, in that he compelled his own hand which had written thoſe blaſphe- 
ries, tobe the inſtrument to paniſh him,and that in his braine,which had 
deviſed the ſame, ; 

Another alſo of our owne nation is not to be overpaſſed, who fer an 
Atheiſt and an Epicure might compare with any of the former,and for the 
judgement of God upon him doth give place ro none. It was a gentleman 
of Barkfhire,wboſe name I forbeare toexpreſſe,a man of great poſſeſſions, 
This man was an open contemner of God and all Religion, a profeft 
Atheiſt, and a ſcorner of the Word of God and Sacraments, inſomuch,as 
I have heard reported of very credible perſons, being a witneſſe ar the bap- 
tiſing of a childe,he would necds have it called Beelzebub. Beſides this, be 
was given overtoall ſenſuality of the fleſh, keeping in bis houſe contigu- 
ally notorious ſtrumpets, and that openly without ſhame : his mouth was 
ſoaccuſiomed to ſwearing, that he could ſcarſe ſpeake without an oath. 
This miſerable man, or rather beaſt, having continued long in this damna- 
ble courſe of life, ar laſt Gods heavy vengeance found him out: for upon a 
certain day riding abroada hunting with another companion,as they were 
diſcourſing of many vaive matters, it pleaſed Almighty God of a ſudden 
ro ſtrike him wich ſudden death: for falling ſuddenly to the crupper of his 
horſe backward, he was taken downe ſtarke dead, with his roogue hanging 
out of his mouth after afcarfull manner, and became a terrible example ro 
all wicked Artheiſts,of Gods juſtice. | 

Hither I might adde the examples of others, who baving been in high 
places of favour in former times, are fallen like Lecifer from their heaven, 
that is, their worldly felicity, and live like him in cbaines of impriſon- 
ments. Theſe had wont (being in their bravery) tro mocke arall Religion, 
and to make themſelves merry with ſcoffing at the holy Scripture, but the 
Lord bath brought them downe, and plucked the feathers of rheir pride,to 
teach them ro know there is a God, and that Religion is no matter of po- 
licy, but Goes owne ordinance, tobring men tobleſſednefle; and letthem 
be aſſurcd,if They repent nor, the Lord will yet further execute his venge- 
ance upon them,and make them more manifeſt ſpeQacles of his juſtice, 

. Many more moderne and home-bred examples I could adde ; of ſome 
that were banged, ſome that died deſperate, ſome that were deprived of 
their ſenſes, baving been notorious Atheiſts and Epicures in their lives , 
but I hope theſe already named are ſufficient to. prove, that the Lord of 
heaven obſerveth the wayes of men,and rewardeth every man according to « 
bisworks, eſpecially ſuch as ſirive todeny his Eſſence-or his ſonne Chiiſt, 
I would to God (and [ pray ir from my heart) tharall Acheiſts in chis 
Realme, and in the world beſide , would by the remembrance and.con- 
fideration of theſe examples cither forſake their horrible impierty, or. that. 
they might in like manner come todeſtruQion;and ſo tharabominable Gn 
which ſo floariſheth amongſt men of greateſt name, might cither be quite 
extinguiſhed and rooted out, or at leah fmochered m—— under, that is 
durſt not (hew-it bead any more in the waz{ds eye. ht 
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CHAP X XIL 

Touching the tranſgreſſors of the ſecond (omman- 

dement, by Idolary. 

- E have hitherto ſeene how and in what ſort they,thatei- 
V4 f ther by malice, or impiety, or Apoſtafic, or berefic, or 
Vo ſo, otherwiſe have tranſgreſicd the firſt Commandemene 
A WIHF= have been puniſhed : Ler us now conſider the judge- 
\ 'C) ments that have befallen Idolaters, che breakers of the 
I&@ ſecond Commandement. Bur before we proceed, wee 
PF muſt know,thatas it is required of us by the firſt Com- 
hold God for our true and onely God, to repoſe all our 
whole traſt and confidence in him, and call upon him, ferve and worſhip 
him alone , ſo in the ſecond to this the contrary to this is forbidden ; 
which is, todoe any manner of ſervice, honour, and reverence by devotion 
to Idols, foraſmuch he is a Spirit (that is to ſay, of a ſpirituall nature and 
Eſſence, which is ipfivire nw incomprehenſible) ſo loverh be a ſpirituall 
worſhip and ſervice, which is anſwerable ro his nature, and not by Images 
and eidervs and ſuch other outward and corruptible means,which he bath 
in nowiſe commanded : wherefore 7/4/44 the Prophet reproving the folly 
and vanity of Idolaters, ſaith, T9 whom w:ll you liken God, or what ſimilitude 
will you ſet up unto him : Therefore if it be not Gods will, that under pre- 
rence and colour of his owne name, att _ or picture ſhonld be adored 
(being a thing not only inconvenicne, bur alſo abſurd and anſcemly)much 
leſfe can hee abide to have them worſhipped under the ovame and title of 


creature whatſoever. And for this cauſo gave he the ſecond Comman- 
dement, Thou ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe anygraves Image ec. which prohibi- 
tion the Ifraclites brake in the deſarr, when they ſer up a golden calfe,and 
bowed themſelves before it after tbe manner of the Paynims,pgiviog it the 
honour which was encly due to God : whereby they incurred the indigna- 
tion of Almighty God, who is firong and jealous of ſuffFing any ſuch 
flander to be unto his name : whereforc he cauſed thie thouſand of 
them to be ftroken and wounded to death by the hand of the Levires, ar 
the commandement of Moſes, to make his anger againſt Idolatry moze 
manifeſt, by cauſing them co be executioners of bis revenge, whowere 
ordained for the minifiry of his Church, and the ſervice of the Altar and 
Tabernacle. Howbeit for all this, the ſame people nor long after, fell back 
into the ſame fin, and bowed themſelves befere ſtrange gods, and through 
theafluremenrs of the daughters of Af#eb, joyned themſelves ro Belpheg or: 
forwhich cauſe the Lord being inſenced, firoke them with ſo grievous a 
pidgor, that there dicd of themin one day about twenty and foure thou- 


"Abt aldeit that after all this,'deing brought by bim inco the land of 
wiſe, he had forbiddenand yy EE tothe Idols of 
nations, whoſe land they -p& , yetwere they ſo prone to Idolatry 
that notwithſtanding ea fell roſerve Bac and Aſtureth:wherefore 
the fire of Gods wrath was inflamed againſt them, and he gave them over 
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tobe Gipoploadel prey untotheir enemics on every (ide, ſo that ſor many "i 
yeares, ſometimes the Moabites opprefled them, otherwhiles the Madia- 93 

' nites,and ever after the deathof any of their Iudges and Rulers which God 

raiſcd up for their deliverance, ſome grievous puniſhment befell them : for 

rhen(being without law or government)every man did that which ſeemed 

good inhisowne Go ſo turned aſide from theright way. 

Now albeittheſe examples may ſecmetohave ſome affinity with Apo- 
ſtaſie, yer becauſe the ignorance and rudenefſe of the people was rather the 
cauſe of their falling away from God, than any wilfull affeQion that raig- 
ned in them, therefore we place them inthis ranke, as well as they have bin 
alwaics brought up and'nuzled in —_— 

One of this carw was Ochoſiss King of Iuda, ſonne of Tora, who having 2 Chron 22. 
before him an evill preſident of his wicked father, and aworſe inſtruRion 
and bringing up of his mother #thaliah, who together with the houſe of 
Achab pricked him forward toevill, joyned himſelfe to them and to their 
Idols, and for that cauſe was wrapped in the ſame puniſhment and deftru- 

Qion with 07am the King of Iirael, whom 7ebs-{lew together with the 
Princes of Iuda,andmany of his neere kinſmen. | 

And to be ſhort, Idolatry hath been the decay and ruine of the king- 
dome of Iuda, as at all other times, ſo eſpecially under 794chs ſonne of 1v- ; rings 23. 
ſi4s, that raigned not above three moneths in Ieruſalem, before he was ta- 
ken and led captive into Zgypt by the King thereof, and theredied : from 
which time the whole land became tributary to the King of Zgypr. 

And not long after, it was utterly deſtroyed by the forces of Nabuchad- ; ring; 24.25 
#ez24r King of Babel, that came againſt Ieruſalem and tooke jr,and carried 
King /oachim with his mother, his Princes, bis ſervants, and the treaſurers 
of the Temple, and his owne houſe, into Babylon , and finally rooke Ze * 
dechias that fled away, and before his eyes cauſed his ſonnes to be ſlaine:; 
which as ſoone as he had: bebeld, commended them alſo to be pulled our, 
and ſo binding bim in chaines of yron, carried him priſoper to Babylon ; 
putting all the Princes of Iudah to-the ſword, conſuming with fire the 
Temple, with the Kings Palace, and all the goodly buildings of Ieruſa- 
lem. And thus the wholekingdome (though by an eſpeciall prerogative, 
conſecrated aid ordained of God himſelfe) ceaſed to be a kingdome, and 
came to ſuch an end, that it was never re-eſtabliſhed by God : it is no mar- 
vell then if the like bapned to the kingdome of [ſrac], which was after a 
ſott begun and confirmed by the filthy idolatry of 7erobowns calves, which 4;,;... ., 
as his ſucceſſors maintained or favourcd more or lefſe, ſo were they expo- | 
ſcdto mareor lefle plagues and incumbrances, M5 

Nadgb, Itroboams ſonne, being fuzled and nurtured up in Idoll worſhip, t.Kings 15.27 
after the example of his father, received a condigne puniſhment for his 
iniquity: for 84s the ſonne of 4bijab put both bim and all the off-ſpring 
of 1 shouſeto the ſword, and raigned in his ſtead : whoalſobeing 
no whit, betrer than thoſe whom be had {laine, was puniſhed in the perſon 
of Blhis ſoone, whom Zembri alſo his ſervant ſlew. And this againe uſur- 
ping the crowne, enjoyed itbut ſeven dayes, at the end whereof (ſeeing 
himſelfe in danger in the city of Tirza, taken by C&4mri, whom the people 
had choſen ir King)went into the palace of the Kings houſe, and bur- 
ned himſelfe. | 

As for 4chab, he multiplied Idolatry in Iſracl,and committed —_ m 

ne 
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cufulen. Chriſt or of ſome other Saint was —_ rent it in pieces, with 


kedpeſſe than all his predeceſſors, wherefore the wrath of God was ſirer- 
ched out againſt him and his ; for he himſelfe was wounded rodeath in 
burtellb s Syrians, his ſon /orew {lain by Iehs, and threeſcore and ten of 
his children put todeath in Samariaby their governors and chicfe of the 
city,ſending their heads in baskers eo 7ehs. 

Above all, a moſt notable and manifeſt example of Gods judgement 
was ſcene inthe death of 7ezabel biswife, that had been his ſpurre and pro. 
voker toall miſchicfe,when by ber Eunuchs and moſt truſty ſervans,at the 
commandement of 7ehs, Don was throwne downe out of a window , and 
trampled under the horſe feet, and laſt of all devoured of dogs. Morcover, 
the greateſt number of the kings of Iſrael that ſucceeded him, were mur- 
thered oneafter another : othar the kingdome ſell to ſpcha low decline, 
thar it became firſt tributary to the King of Aſſyria,and afterward invaded 
and ſubverted by him,and the inbabicants cranſponed into his land, whence 
they never returned, but remained ſcattered here and there like vagabonds, 
and all for their abhbominable Idolatry. Which onghe to be a leflon wall 

le, Princes, and Kings, that ſeeing that God ſparcd not theſe two 
 Realmes of Iuda and Iſrael, but de and rooted them out from the 
carth, much lefſe will he ſpare any other kingdome and Monarchy which 
continue by their ey and Ido-worſhip, to ſtirre up bis indignation 
againſt them, *' 


CHAP. XXV. 
Of many evils that bave come npou Chriftendome for 1dolatry. - 


PF we conſider and ſearch ouit the cauſe of the ruine of 
owiore nt , and of ſo many famous and flouri-

and namely in Greece, we finde

Wherefore be perfor 
a vaile ſpread i 
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words, That it was againſt the authority of the ſacred Scriptures, to have 
Image of Chriſt ſet up inthe Church, Atrer the ſame manner, Serenws Biſhop 
of Marſcilla, beat downe and baniſhed all Images our of his Churches,as 
occaſions of Idolatry : and toſhun them the more, it was ordained in the 
Elibertine Couneel!, that no Imape nor piQure ſhould be ſerupinany 
Church : for which cauſe alſo the Emperour Les the third, by ano 

Edia commanded his ſubjeAs to caſt our of their Temples all piQures 
and ſtarues of Saints, Angels,and whatſoever elſe,to the intent that all oc- 
caſions of Idolatry might be taken away: yea and be burned ſome,and pu- 
niſhed divers otherwiſe, that in this regard were not plianr,bur diſobedicnr 
tohis commandement, Afcer which rime, when Images were recalled into 
Greece and into Conſtantinople (the chiefe cicy and ſeat of the Eaſt Em- 
pire) ir came to paſſe by a greatand dreadfull(yet juſt) judgement of God, 
that this famous and renowned city, in the worlds eye impregnable, after 
long ficge,and great and furious affaulrs)was at length raken by the Turks, 
who having won the breach, and entred with fury, | in the poore Empe- 
reur Paleologws (even till then fighting for the cities defence)to that extre. 
mity, that in retyring among the preaſe of his own ſouldicrs,he was thron- 
ged and trampled rodeath ; and his flain body being found,was beheaded, 
and bis bead contempraouſly caried about the city upon a launce. Now af- 
ter themaſſacre of many thouſand men,tomake up a complear,& abſolute 
cruelty, they drew the Emprefſe with her danghters and many other ladies 
_ mtg to « banquet, where after many vile and horrible wrongs 
iſgrace 
ner. Inall which, the execution of Gods moſt juſt wrath for Idolatry did 
moſt lively appeare: which finne,accompanied with many other execrable 
and vile y ices, muſt needs draw after it a grievous and terrible puniſhmenr, 
ro ſerve for example to others that were to come : neirher was it a oy 

by chanee, or hap-hazzard, that the Chriſtians were made g mocking ſtoc 
to them in that wofull day, when in their bloady triumphs rhey cauſed 4 
Crucifix carried through the ſtreers in contempr, and throwiog durt 
upon it, cried in their Language, Thu «the gallant god of Chriſtians, And 
thus did God licetſc and permit theſe ſavage Turks to commit every day 
grievous outrages, and to make great waſts and deſolations in all Chri- 


s, they killed and tore them in pieces in moſt manſtrous man» - 
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ftendome, till that they grew ſo mighty, thatir is co be feared leſt the ſay- Lef#ex.bb.r. 


iag of Le&#tiws touching the retiirne of the Empire into Aſia; be not ve: '** 


rified and accompliſhed very ſhortly if there be no amendmene praQilſed : 
forwe ſee by wotall experience, that almoſt all the forces which Chriſtian 
Priaces have muſtered from all quartcrs,in pretence to reſiſt rheir furyand 
rage, have not only been bootleſſe and unpcofitable,bur alſo that which is 
worſe, giventhem further occaſion by their blaady viRories, and wonder- 
full laughter of ſo many millions of men,to make them more obſtinare in 
their deteſtable Mahometiſme & Turkiſh Religion than they were before: 
for rhey make their boaſts thereof, and reare up trophies of their cruel- 
ties, taking no more pitty of the vanquiſhed, than the Barchet doth of a 
Sheepallocred to the laughter, VWhereof we have a pitrifull example in 
the overthrow of the French army,which /ob» the ſanne of 'Philip Duke of 
Burgondy led againſt the Turke BajaJet, and by the treachery and cowar- 
diſeof the Hungarians,whoin the time of battell rarned their backs and 
fled, was overcome : in that this wicked and cruell Tygre expreſly chargens 
K 4 
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Thar all the priſoners (in number many) ſhould be murchered one after 
another, which was readily cxecated before his eyes ; ſothat ſaving the 
chiefe Captaines and ccrtaine few Lords of the company,thac were ſpared 
in reſpe& of great ranſomes,there eſcaped nor one alive. 

Beſides theſe generall calamities, the Lord hath particularly ſhewne 
forth his indignation againſt private perſons and places for [dolatry: as in 
Spoletium at one time there periſhed by an earthquake three hundred and 
bley whileſt they were offering ſacrificeunto Idols. Art Rome under the 


Cent-3«49.14- Empire of Alexander Severw, after that the left hand of the Image of 7s. 
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- when Teſus being 
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picer was miraculouſly melted, the Prieſts going abour to pacike the an- 
ger of their gods with LeRiſterns and ſacrifices, foure of them together 
with the Altar and [doll were ſtricken in pieces with a thunderdolr, and 
ſuddenly ſuch a terrible darknefle overſpread all theciry, rhat moſt of the 
inbabitants ran out into the fields all amaſed. Moreover, did not the Lord 
ſend lightning from beavento inflame that notorious Temple of Idolatry, 
of Apollo, or rather the Devill of Del , in che time of 1»{jav the wic- 
ked Apoſtate, whileſt he was exerciſing rortures upon one Theodor a 
Chriſtian, anddid it not conſume the Image of A4pelo roaſhes > The fa- 
mous and rich Temple of I#piter at Apamea, how firangely did itcome to 
ruineand deſtruction 2 For when the Prefident and Tribunes (whe had in 
charge to deſtroy it) thoughe ita thing almoſt unpoſlible, by reaſon of the 
ſtrength of the wals, and matter of it; Afercefws the Biſhop undertook the 
labour, and found out a man that promiſed to ſhake and root upthe foun- 
dation of it by fire; but when he had puttin practiſe, a blacke Devill ap- 
pars and hipdred the naturall operation of the fire : which when Aarcel- 
as perceived, he by carneft and zealous prayer drove away the Devill, and 
ſothe fire rekindled and conſumed it to nothing. In all which cxamples 
we may ſce the wonderfull indignationof God againſt Idoll-worſhippers. 
when by ſach firange and extraordinary means he bringeth them todeſtru- 
Qion. And this doubtlefle is no new courſe, for even fince a agnig 
of the world (if we conſult Hiſtories)we ſhall finde, that weFniÞh all the 
ans. I places, perſons, and countries that bave been any wiſe infeaed 
with this finne, have ſtill come to ſome ruine or other, and to ſome great 
overthrow, and their [dolatry ſuppreſſed by ſome notable and ſtrange ac- 
cident, Whereof Saint Hiereme may be a witneſſe, who affirmeth , Thar 
a childe was carried into Egypt for feare of Hrred, all 
the Idols of Egypt fell downe,agd all their miracles became mute,which 
the Propbet 1ſws forcſeeing, ſaith, Behold, the Lord rideth upon « ſwift cloud. 
and ſhall come into «Aigypt and the Idols of Aigypt ſhall melt in the midſt of her, 
Befides, the generall filence of the Devill in his Oracles throvghour the 
world preſently upon Chrifts Incarcation, is a thing known and confeſſed 
of all men. Notwirhſtanding all whicb, the holy Pope will till mainrain 
bis Idolarry, albeit the bath made manifeft cokens of bis indigna- 
tion againſt ic. As appeareth by that which happened intheyeare 145 1, 
being the P Tubile, when ſuch a concourſe of people was made from 
all quartersof che world to honour that ſuperſtirious day : for the people 
ary. 39.A'Y Adriexs bridge, were ſo thruſt together, that two hundred men 
and three horſes loſt their lives, being trampled upon and ſtifled todeath : 
many fcll intorbe water over the bridge, and ſo periſhed , of whom an han. 
dred and thirty were buried at Saint Celſms, And theſe are the fruits of 
their 
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their Indulgences, which are too much bought and ſoughe for, -atid of -99 
their Jubilies, proceeding from the Biſhop of Rome his impious bg (a- 
crilegious zeale. Now to eſchew theſe and ſuch like mjsfortanes; the 
true and onely meanes is, an unfained diverſion fram al Tdolatry and Su- 
perſtition, and wharſoever elſe contrarieth the pure ſerviceof God, and a 
converſation unto him,to ſerve him in ſpirit and truth, asthe Scriprurcex- 
horteth.

By meanes of neg- 
leting which duty, many vaine and pertiiticus ccretienies and ſtrange 
ſuperſtitions have beene brought in and ſwayed mightily : by reaſon 
whereof great Controverſies and Diſpurations are takenup at this day, 
Albeit indeed it bea thing manifeſt , thar being norgrounded and prop- 
ped upon the Anchorof the Scriptures, they obght ro be aboliſhed, what 
brave outward ſhew in appearance foever they beare. ' . 
And thar they ſet abroach thiogs are not blamelefle and excuſable be- 
fore God, it appeareth by the puniſhment of Nadeb and _{bihs,who bein 
ordained Prieſts of God, to ſacrificeandoffer onely thoſe things which 
werecommanded in the Law, yetwere foevill adviſed as thomdpe rn 
incenſe and perfume upon the Afear , received at the very infſtane of the 
faacondigne puniſhment for their preſumption : for ſuddenly this theit 
ſtrange fire invaded ther ſo fiereely,and fo piercingly, that they were ſoon 
burned and conſumed therewith: and ſo they were not ſpared; albeir 
they were Harons ſonnes, even his firſt borne, and cHoſes Nephewes 
"that by them all other might feare and take warning how ro enterpriſe any 
thing in Gods ſervice contrary to bis expreſſe Ordinance, 
This moderation alſo ought to beobſerved in the Church Diſcipline, 
rowit, thatevery man containe himſelfe within the Precins of his yoca- 
tion,and that none intrude themſelves into any charge without being cal- 
led of God thercunto : whereof Corah greatly faulted, when being not yumb.:s. 
content with the dignity ofa Levites office which God had beſtowed up- 
on him, he ambitiouſly aſpired to the Prieſts office, and beſides this ſtirred

build theiroarhes, and pull chem done ageine at their pleaſures ; forlet ir 
be a matrer of vantage,and chen they will keepe them, but ſiraightweyifa 
contrary perſwaſion come intheir braine , i they will cance]! them by and 
by : whereinthey deale farre worſe and more injuriouſly with God, than 
with their knowne enemies; for he that contrary to. bis ſworne faith de- 
ceiveth his enemy,declareth that therein he fearech him, bur fearcth nor 
God ; and careth for him, but contemneth God. It was thereforenor 
without reaſon that all antiquity ever marked them with the coat of 
in forſwore themſelves. And thereupon it is that Homer {o of- 
ren tauineeth che Trojans by reaſon of their ſo uſuall Perjurics, The Egyp- 
tians had them in deteſtation as prophane perſons, and reputed it ſo Ca- 
pitall a crime , that whoſoever was convinced thereof was puniſhed by 
death. The ancient Romanes reverenced nothing more then faith io pub, 

like affaires, for which cauſe they had intheir Citic a Temple dedicated 
tO it : wherein for amore ſtrait bond they uſed ſolemnely ro promiſe and 
ſmcaretoall the conditions of Peace, Truces, and Bargaines, which they 
made,and tocurſe thoſe which went abour firſt to breake them: for == 
ter folemniry and confirmation hereof, they were accuſtomed at thoſe 
times to offer ſacrifices to the image of faith for more reverence ſake. 
Hence it was that #:tiliue Regulm,chicke Capraine of the Romane. Arm 

agua the Carthaginians, was ſo ghly commended of all men 
when he was overcome and raken priſoner,and fent to Rome, be onely for 
his oathes ſake which he had ſworne, returned againe to the enemy, albeir

Howbeit ifanoath be madeeither againſt God, orto the e and 
hurt ofour neighbour ( it being fortbat cauſe unlawful!) it behoverh us 
to know that we ought torevoke it, leſt wee fall into the finne of Sol and 
Herod, Now what puniſhments God hath laid upon Perjuries, theſe Ex. 
amplestbat follow ſhall make known untous. Ofce the laſt King of Iſrael,

flaineby oneof bis owne fervants, after which O/ympies bis wife made 
away two of his ſonnes, Anidew,and another which he bad by Cleopatra, At- 
zalus his neece, whom ſhe ſod rodeath ina Cauldron : .his daughter Theſ- 
ſalonicaes children likewiſe all periſhed : and laſtly, Alexander after all bis 
great vicories, in the middeſt of his pompe,was poyſoned at Babylon. 
 Gregorie Tours maketh mention of a wicked Varlet in France among the 
De enfef*ri- peoplecalled 4verni,that forſwearing himſclfe inan unjuſt cauſe, bad his 
ths - 
ropgue ſo preſently tyed, that he could not ſpeake butroare, and ſoconti- 
nued, till by bis earneſt prayers and repentance the Lord reſtored ro him- 
ſelfe the ule of that unruly member. | 
Liv.liks: There were in old time certaine people of Italy called «£qs; , whereof 
the metry remaineth onely at this day , for they were utterly deſtroyed 
by £.Cincionmarw. Theſc having ſolemnely made a league with the Ro- 
manes,and ſworne unto itrwithone conſent, afterward choſe Grarchu Clul- 
lim for their Capraine, and under his conduR ſpoyled the Fields and Ter- 
ritories.of the Romanes , 'contrary to the former league and oarh. 
Wherupon the Romans ſent 2. Fabiav, Þ. Polamnims, and 4. Piſthumimng 
Embafſadors to them, to ainc of theirwrongs and demand ſarif. 
faQion : but their Captaine fo Jirtle eſteemed rhem, that he bad chem 
deliver their mefſage to an Oake ftanding thereby , whileſt hee atten- 
ded other buſinefſe. Then one of the three rarning bimſclfe towards 
the Qake, fpakeon this manner : Thow hallowed rake, and whatſorver elſe 
belong eth to the gods in this place, heare and brare wines f this diſleyall pare ; 
and faver our 1ſt complaints, that with the aff iſt ence of the gods wee may bee 
revenged on this injury. This done they returned home , and ſhortly atcer 
athering a powerot men, {ct upon and over came that rruce-breaking 

ation, . 

In the yecr of Rome built, 317, the Fidenares revolted from the friend- 
ſhip and league of the Romans , to Tolaminas the king of the Veyans, and 
adding cruelty to treaſon, killed foure of their embafſadours thatcame to 
know the cauſe of their defeQionwhichdiſloyalty theRomans not brovk- 
ing, undertooke war againſt them, and notwithſtanding all their private 
and forrein ſtrength, overthrew and flew them. Inthis bartell it is ſaid, 
that a Tribune of the ſouldiers ſeeing Telaminu bravely galloping up and 
down, and incouraging his ſouldicrs, and the Romans trembling at his ap- 
prcch,ſaid, Is this the breakerof leagues, and violater of the law of nations > 
If there be any holineſſe on earth, my ſword ſhall ſacrifice him tothe 
{oules 
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ſoules of our {laine embaſſadours, and therewickall ſetting ſpurres to bis 'F 
horſe, he uoborſt him, and faſtening ;bim co the carth with his ſpeare, cu ** 7 
off his perfidions head : whereat his army diſmaied,retired, and became a 
laugbter to the enemies. 

Alberts Duke of Franconia having flaine Corrade. the Earleof Lotha- CO " 
ringia, brother ro Lews the fourth, then Emperor, and finding the Emper- 
ors wrath incenſed againſt him forthe ſame, berooke himſelfe to a ſtrong 
caſtle at Bamberg , from whence the Emperour neither by force nor polt- 
cie could remove him for ſeven yeares ſpace, untill 4:o the Biſhop of 
Meant: by trecherie delivered him into his hands. This 4:9 under ſhew of 
friend(hip repaircd to the caltle, and gave his faith unto the carle, that if 
he would come downe to parle with the Emperor, he ſhould ſafely return 
incohis bold : the Earle miſtruſting no traud , went our of the caſtle gates 
with the Biſhop towards the Emperour ; but 4s (as it were ſuddenly re- . 
membring himſelfe , when indeed it was bis deviſed plot) defireth to re- - 
rurne back and dine ere he went, becauſe it was ſomewhar late: ſorhey do, 
dine, and returne, Now the Earle wasno ſooner come tothe Emperor, but 
he cauſed to be preſently put to death,; noewirhſtanding be urged the Bi- 
ſhops promiſe and oath for his returge : for it was anſwered, that his oath 
was quit by ——_—_ codine, as he bad promiſed. And thus the 
Earle was wickedly betrayed, though juſtly : puniſhed. As for 4% the

halfe amaſed with the ſtrangenefle of be. Afcer which he was bani- 
ſhed into Egypt, and there miſcrably and deſperatly ſlew himſelfe,

gainſt the Emperor Henry the fourth; for he baniſhed him by exeommu.

Boe let us cometo the examples wherein the grievouſneſle of this finne 
willly more open than by any words can beexpreſſed, 

Firſt, co beginwith the houſe of Iſrael , which were the ſole ſele& peo. 
ple of the Lord, whom he had choſen our of all other nations of the world, 
tobe his owne peculiar flocke, and his chicfe treaſure, above all other 
people of the carth, and a kingdome of Prieſts, and a holy Nation , when 
as they conremned and deſpiſed his Word ſpoken unto them by his pro- 

hets, and caſt his law behinde their backe , he gave them over intothe 

ands of their enemies, and of Aww; made them Loewmi ; that is, of his 
people, made them not his people: and of Rehema, Loruwhems ; thatis, of 
ſuch as had found mercy and: favour af Gods band, a nation that ſhould ob- 
tain no nor favour, as the P t Hoſea eth, Hoſea 1.6,5 

This we ſce plainly verified firſt inthe ten tribes, which under /eroboons ; 
fell away from the Sceprer of Iuda: for after that the Lord bad ſundry 
times ſcourged them by many particular puniſhments, as the famin, 
ſword, and peſtilence , for their idolatry and rebellion to his law ; at the 
laſt in the ninth yere of the raign of Hoſbes King of Iſrael, he brought up- 
onthem a finall and generall deſtruction, and delivered them intor 
bands of the King of Aſhur, who carried them away caprive into Afſyria; 
and placed them in Hala and in Habor, by theriver of Goſan, and in the 
cities of the Medes; and in ſtead of them ſeated the men of Babel, of Cu- 
thab, Ava, Hamath, and Sepharvaim, in the cities of Samaria. Thus were 
they utterly rooted up, and ſpued out of the land of their inheritance, and 
their portion given unto ſtrangers, as was threatned to them by the meuth "Ix 
of Xeſes the ſervant of the Lord:and the cauſe of all this is ſer down by the Nerea®. .

The king 
himſclfe was bound inchaines, and aftcr he had ſcen his owne ſops {laine 
before his eyes, had his owne eyes put out , that he might never more take 
com{ſort of the lighr. The prieſts and all the greateſt and richeſt of the 
people were carried away incaptivity, and only the poore were left behind 
rodrefle the vines and til the land. Now what was the cauſe of this la. 
mentable deftruRion of this holy Ciry, of the Temple and SanQuary of 
the Lord, and of his owne people * it is ſet downe by the holy- Ghoſt in 

2/Chron, 36, expreſſe word, 2 Chro,36.15,16, That, When the Lord ſent unto themby by 

m_ Adeſſeng ers, riſing early, and ſending, becaaſe he had compaſſion on them, and'on hs 
habitation, they mackedthe Meſſengers of God, deſpiſed hu words, and miſuſed his 
Prophets : andtherefore thewrath of the Lord aroſe againſt hu people, andthere 
w4 n0 remedy. Bebold here the = judgement of the Lord upon ſuch 
as contemned his Word, and deſpiſed his Prophers. 

Thus was the firſt city and temple deftroyed : and did the fecond fare 
any better ? no verily, but farworſe : for as their finne was greater, in that 
the former Iews contemned only the Word ſpoken by the Prophers which 
wer e but ſervants, theſe deſpiſed the Word ſpoken by the Sonne himſelf, 
which is the Lord of life z ſo cheir puniſhmentwas alſo the greater : for as 

Kcb.10,28,29, the Apoſtle ſaith , If 1hey which £bifed Moſes Lov died without mercy, how 
much ſaver puni are they worthy of which tread under foot the Soune of God, 
Hehas, Ad conntibe bloudof the Teftament as an wnboly thing , and neglett ſa great ſal- 
vation, which firſt beg an to be preached by the Lord brmſeife , and afterward was 
confirmed by them which heard him, Therefore the deftruRion of the ſecond 
City and temple by Titw and Yefpaſav Em of Rome, was far more 
lamentable than chat of the former: yea, ſotertible and fearefuliwas the 
of God upon that nation at this time | that never the like cala- 
mitic and miſery was beard or read of : there atthefiege of Icruſalemche 
famin was ſo great within the walls, and the ſword fo terrible withour, thae 
within they were conftrained to cat not only leather and old ſhoo's , bur 
horſe-dung, yea their owne excrements , and ſome todevour their owne 
children : and as many as iflued out were crucified by the Romans, as they 
had crucified the Saviour of the world , tillthey had no more wood to 
naile them on. So that it was moſt erue which our Saviour forepropbeſicd, 
Marth,24-21. That ſack ſbeald be the tribulation of that time , as was not from the beginning of 
the world, nor be ag aine tothe end, Atthis deſtruction perifhed eleven 
hundred thouſand Iewes, as Hiſtoriansreport , befides them which Yeſþ«- 
fdan ſlew in fubduing the country of Galilee : over and beſides them alſo 
which were ſould and ſent into pt and other provinces,to vile ſlavery, 
ro the number of ſevenreene : eyothouſand were broughc with 
Titzs in triumph ; of which, parthe gave ro be deveured of wilde beaſts, 
and partctherwiſe moſt cruelly were flaine. By whoſe caſe albnarions 
may take example, what ir is torejeR the viſiration of Gods vericy being 
fent untothern , and much more to perfecutethemwhich be ſerrof God 
_ fortheirſalvation. And here is diligently ro beobſerved the ye 
ty of this judgment : they refuſed Chriſt robe their King wow

vation of the Sabbath was partly ceremonial! under the Law, and that 
in Chriſt Ieſus we have an accompliſhment, as of all other, ſo alſo of this 
ceremony, (He being the true Sabbath , and aſſured repoſe ofour ſoules) 
yet ſecing we till ſtand in need of ſome time for the inftruQion andeexer- 
Ciſe of our Faith, it is neecſſary that we ſhould have at leaſt one day ina 
weeke to occupy our ſelves in and about thoſe holy and godly exerciſes, 
which are required at our hands z and what day fitter for that purpoſe 
'than Sunday > which was alſo ordained in the Apoſtles time for the ſame 
end,and called by them Dies Dowenicme,that is,the day of our Lord:becauſe 
upon that dey he roſe from the dead, to wit, the morrow after the [ewes 
Sabbath, —_— _— of thewecke ; to which Sabbath irc by com.

Concerning the ſecond, I will alſo ſer downe the Authors owne words, 


as followeth, Of all rhe ſtrange things (ſaith he) that ever I heard report 
of, thatwhich happened nor long fince at Rome is moſt worthy tobe re. 
membred, of a certaine yorg manof Gabia ; borne of a baſe and poore fa- 
mily, but enduedwith terrible and furious pature, and addited to a looſe 
and diſordinarc life, This gallant picking a quarrell with his owne father, 
in his anger reviled him with moſt groſſe and reprochfull tearmes: In 
which mad firs , as one wholly given over tothe Divell, he purpoſcly de- 


arted toRome-to praiſe ſome naughty device againſt bis father : but 
is ghoſtly facber the Divell mer him in the way, under the ſhape of a 


crucll and ougly fellow with a thicke buſhie beard, and haire banging 
diſorderly , and cloathes all rent and tattered , whoas they walked roge- 
ther, enquired of him why bewas ſo ſad : He anſwered, that there had 


paſſed ſome bitrer ſpeeches betwixt his father and him, and now he devi- 
ſed towork him ſome miſchiefe, The Divell by and by like a crafty knave 
ſoothed him up & faid,that he alſo upoa the like occaſion went about the 


 ſamepraRiſe , anddeſired that they might purſue both their voyage and 


enterpriſe together : it was ſoone upon betwixe them, being like 
tolike, as the proverbe goeth. Therefore being arrived at Rome, and lod- 
ged at the ſame Jnne, onebed did ſerve them both ; where whileſt the 
ong man ſecurely and _— flept, the old malicious knave watching 
his opprtunity , caught him ! the throat to firangle bim : whercar the 
poore wretch awoke, and cried forbelp to God , fo that the wicked ſpirie 
was conſtrained to forſake him without performing his purpoſe, and to 
flee out at the chamber with ſuch force and violence , that the bouſe roofe 
crackt, and the tyles clattered downe aboundantly. The hoſtof the houſe 
being awaked with the noyſe, cryed out to know what the matter was, and 
running into the chamber where this noyſe was, with acandle in bis hand, 
rs 7 young man all alone ixt dead and alive, of whom 
(re ) he learnt out the wholetrath, as bath been told : buthe af- 
ter this terrible accident repented him of his wicked life , and was touch- 
ed with the ſence of his grievous finne ſo nearly , that ever after he led 
” wer circumſpeR and ſt life. Thus much we findewritten in that 
uthor. | 
Henry the fifth inſpired with the furics of the Pope of Rome , made 
warre upon bis father. Henry the faprth, vexing bim with crucl|and ofren 
bartels, and not ceafing till he had ſpoiled him of his Empire, and till 
the Biſhop of Mentz had proudly and inſolently-raken from him bis Im- 
periel ornamentseven in bis preſence: but the Lord in recompence of 
is unnaturall dealing , made him and bis army a prey unto his enemics 
the Saxons, and to tlie before them » Rtirriogup alſo the PopeofRome 
to be as grievous a ſcourge untohim, as he had beene before time to bis 
farher., Now as the ambition of a Kingdome was the cauſe of this mans 
ingratirude, ſoin the example. fallowing, pride and diſdaine ruled, 
and therefore he is ſo muck the more to be condemned , by how 
much a.Kingdome is a ſtrongercord to-draw men to vice, than a mans 
owne affeQion., | 


There 
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There was (ſaith Hazlixe) anold man crooked with age , diſtreſſed 
with y, and almoſt pined with hunger, that had a ſonne rich, rang, 
and far, of whom he intreared no gold or {ilver, or poſſeſſion, but food and 
ſuſtenance for his belly, and clothes for his backe , bur could nor obraine 
itat his hands : for his proud heart, cxalted with proſperity, thought it 
a ſhame anddiſcredit ro his houſe, tobe borne of ſo poore and baſe parcn- 
tage, and therefore not onely denied bim reliefe, butalſo diſclaimed 
bim from being his farher, and chaſed him away with bitter and crabbed 
reproaches. The poore old man thus cruelly handled, let teares fall as 
witneſſe of his griefe, and departed comfortlefle from his Tygre. minded 
ſonne. But the Lord that gathereth up the tears of the innocent, looked 
down from heaven in juftice, and ſent a fury inte the fences and under. 
ſtanding of this monſtrous ſon, that as he was void of nature and compal- - 
fion,ſo he mighr bevoid of reaſon and diſcretion for ever after, 


Another nor ſo cruel] and diſdainfull as the former , yet cruell and dif. Meximir 
dainfull enough to plucke downe vengeace upon his head, would nor ſee ©***® 


bis father beg indeed, nor yer abjure him as the other did , bur yer under- 
raking to keepe bim , uſed him more like a ſlave than a father : forwhat 
ſhould be too deare forhim that gives us life > yetevery good thing was 
roo deare for this poore father, Vpon a time adainty morſell of mear was 
upon the boord to be caten, which as ſoone as he came in he conveied 


away, and foiſted in courſer vituals in the roome. Bur marke whathis ride: gr apes + 
daintics turned to: when the ſeryane went to fetch ir againe , he found in «*%%mnm- 


ſtead of meat ſnakes, and of ſauce ſerpents, to the grear terrour of his con- 
ſcience : bur that which is more, one of the ſerpents leaped in his face, 
and catching hold by his lip, bung there till his dying day, fo that hee 
conld never feed himſelfe, bas he muſt feed the ſerpent withall. And 
this badge carried he about as a cogniſance of an' unkinde and angrare- 
full ſonne. 

Moreover this is agother judgment of God, that commonly as children 
deale with their parents, ſodoe their children deale with them: and this 
in the law of proportion is moſt juſt, and in theerder of puniſhing moſt 
uſuall ; for the proofe whereef,as expericnce daily teacheth, ſooneexam. 


pleor two I will ſubjoyne It is reported how a cerraine unkind and per- Thearr.b'f. 


verſe ſonne beat his aged father upon a time, anddrew him by the haire 
of his head to the threſhold : who when hee was old was likewiſe bearen 
of his ſonne, and drawnealſo by the haire of the head nor to the thre- 
ſhold, but out of doores into the durt, and how hee ſhould ſay he was 
rightly ſerved, if he had left him at the threſhold, as he left bis farther, and 
not dragged-him into the ftreers, which bee did nor ro his. Thus did 
his owne mouth beare record of his impiety,and his owne conſcience cor. - 
demne bim before God and men, 
Another old man being perſuaded by his ſon ( thathad maried a yong 
wife) with faire and ft iſes of 
ſurrender his goodsand lands unto him, yeelded to his requeſt, and found 
for a ſpace all things tohis deſire : bur when his often coughing annoyd 
bis yong and dainty wife , he firſt removed his lodging from a faire high 
chamber toa baſe under roome,and after ſhewed him many other unkinde 
and unchildly parts : and laftly when the old manas ked forcloathes, be 
bought foure elnes of clonhnrowhecothe beſtowed upon bim,and _—_ 
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vcd the other two for himſclfc. Now his young ſonne marking this nig- 
gardiſe of his father towards bis grandfatber, hid the two elles of cloath, 
and being asked why hee hid them (whether by ingeniouſneſſe or inftin& 
of God) he anſwered, To the end to reſerve them for his father, againſt he 
was old, tobe a covering for him, Which anſwer touched his father ſo 
neere, that cver after hee ſhewed himſelfe more loving and obſequious ro 
his father than he did before, Two great faults, but ſoone and happily 
amended. Would it might be anexample toall children, if not to miti- 
gate them, yet at leaſt to learne them to feare how to deale roughly and 
crookedly with their parents, ſeeing that God puniſherh ſinnewich Gone, 
and finners in their owne kinde, and meaſureth the ſame meaſure to every 
man which they have meaſured ugto otbers. The like we read of another 
that provideda trough for his old decrepit unmannerly father to cat his 
meat in:who being demanded of his ſonne alſoro what uſe that trough 
ſhould ſerve,anſwered for his grandfather : What (quoth the childe) and 
muſt we have the like for you when you are old > Which words ſo abaſhed 
him, that be threw it away forthwith. 

Art Millanthere was an abſtinate and _ ſonne, thatwhen he was 
admoniſhed by bis mother of ſome fault which be had committed, made a 
wry mouth,and pointed his fingers at her in ſcorne and derifion. Where- 
at his mother being angry, wiſhed that he might make ſuch a mouth upon 
the gallowes. Neither was it avaine wiſh, for within few daies he was ta- 
kenwith a theft, and condemned by law to be banged;and being upon the 
ladder, was perceived to wryth his mouth in griefe, after the ſame faſhion 
which _ done ng to his mother by gn. - ; A 

H eſccond of that name, Ki ngland, ſonne of Geffrey P 
ain Maud the Empreſſc, after he had raigned twenty 4 Was 
content to admit his young ſonne Hewry make to Margaret the French 
Kings daughter) into Son tion of his Crowne: but he like an unnatu- 
rall ſon torequite his fathers love, ſought rodiſpoſſeſſe bim of the whole, 
for by inciting the King of France and certaine other Nobles, bee tooke 
armes,and raiſed warre againſt his owne naturall father:betwixtwhom di- 
vers ſtrong battels being fought, as well in England by tbe Deputies and 
friends of both parties, az alſo in Normandy, Poytou, Guian, and Britain; 
the viory alwayes inclined tothe father, ſothat the rebcllious ſon with 
his allies were conſtrained to bend to his fathers will, and to deſire peace, 
which be gently granted, and forgave his offence, Howbeir the Lord for 
his diſobedience did not ſo lightly pardon. him, but becauſe his haſty 
mind could not tarry for the Crowne till his fathers death, therefore the 
Lord cut him ſhort of it altogether, caufing him to die fix yeares before 
his father,being yer but young,and like to live long. 

Lothair King of Soifſons in France, committed the rule of the province

A That 
chrywhich to commend them totbeir genera- 
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end they invired him in very kind manner to dinner, but when be was come 
they brought him intoa young lyons denne (which they kept in honour 
of the Biſhop)and unawares ſhut the doores upon him, bidding him ſhift 
for himſelfc,thinking that it was impoſſible for him co eſcape out alive; 

But the Conſull perceiving in what great danger he waz, wenppes his 
cloake about his left arme, and thruſting it iato.the mouth of the hungry 
Lion, killed him with his right hand, and ſoby the wonderfull providence 
of God,cſcaped without hurt, Bur the two traiterous Canons he canghe 
right ſoone,and hung them at their Cathedrall Church,to their owne can. 
ſufion,and tertor of all traitors, 

It was noble ſaying,and worthy the marking,of Auguſtus Ceſar,to Rami- 
talches King of Thracia, who having forſaken 4»theny, to take partwith 
LAnznſtas boaſted very infolentlyot his deſerts towards him : then Ceſer 
diſſembling his folly, dranke to another King, and ſaid, I love treaſon, bur 
I cannot commend nor truſt a traitour. The ſame alſo in effeR Philip of 
Maccdony and Is/:as Ceſar were wont to fay, That they loved a traitour 
at the firſt, but when hee bad finiſhed his treaſon, they hated him more 
than any other : ſignifying, that trairours deſerved no retribution of 
thankes, ſeeing their office was accepted for a time, yet they themſelves 
could never be counted leſſe than naughty and difloyall perſons : for no 
honeſt man ever betrayed his countrey or his friend : and what greater pu- 
niſhment can there be than this > But for manifeſt proofe hereof let this 


one example ſerve in ſtead of many, namely, of Theodoricke King of Fran. AKri-crany 


cia,and rmisfride King of Thuringia, who being profeſt foes, and having 
fought many cruell battels, at lengeh the latter was conquered of the for- 
mer, by the lucky aſſiſtance of the Saxons., This /rminfride thus ſubdued, 
ſued for pardon and releaſc at the conquerours hand, but hee was ſo farre 
from pittying his eſtate, that he corrupted one 1ringus a Nobleman, and 
I1rminfride's ſabje&, to murther his maſter, which he performed knceling 
beforc Theedpricke, running bim through with his ſword at his backe: 
which traiterous deed, as ſooneas it was finiſhed, Theodoricke, though the 
ſecter of it, yer he could not abide the aQour,but bad him be packing, for 
who could put truſt in him that bad betrayed his owne maſter 2 At which 
words Irinzw (mad with anger and rage) ranne at Theodericke alſo, with 
purpoſe to bave ſlaine him too , but his hand miſſing the marke,returned 
bis fvord into his owne bowels,ſo that he fell down dead upon his maſters 
carkaſlc. What more notable and wonderfull judgement could happen ? 
ſorely it is anexample worthy tobe written in golden letters, and to bee 
read and remembred of every one, to teach men allegiance and obedience 
totheir Princes and Superiors, leſt more ſudden deſtrutionthan this fall 
upon ther, 
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After the death of Ieronimu King of Siracuſe, Andronodoris and Thems- "Tle.Liview 


ftirs, provoked by their wives deſcending of the bloud royall, affetedan 
uſurpation of the crowne, and wrought much hurt to the commonwealth: 
bur their praiſes being diſcovered, the Pretors (by the conſent of the 
Senatours) (lew them both in the market place, as rotten members of 
their common body, and therefore fittobe cutoff. And when they un- 
derſtood, how their wives Damardaand Hermeniawere breeders and inceti- 

| ſers of this miſchiefe, they ſent tokill them alſo; yea and Heraclis,Har- 
moja her ſifter, guiltleſſc and witleffe of the crime (for no other _ 
ut 
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but becauſe ſhee was ſiſter unto her) was pluckt from the Altar, and ſlain 
inthe tumult, with two of her daughters that were virgins. And thus is 
treaſon plagued notonly in traitors themſelves, bur alſo in thoſe thar are 
linked unto thern in friendſhip and affinity. 

The glory and reputation of Fabritias the Roman is eterniſed by that 
noble + of his, in ſending bound to Pyryhw a traitor that offered to poy. 


. ſon him. Foralbeit that Pyrrbue was a ſworncenemy tothe Roman Em- 


ire, and alſo made war upon it, yet would not Fabritiw rrecherouſly ſeeke 
bis deftraQion, but ſent back that traitor unto him , robe puniſhed at his 
diſcretipn. 

What notable treaſons did Hadrianthe fourth, PopeofRome, praQiſe 
againſt the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa, yet all was ſtill fruſtrate , for the 
Lord proteed the Emperour, and puniſhed the traitour with a ſudden 
and firange death, for he was choaked with a flie which went downe his 
throat and Ropped bis breath , and could by no meanes be pulled ourrill 
it made an end of him. Beſides, many others that went about the ſame pra- 
Riſe, were brought to notable deſtruQions: as that counterfeie foele 
whom the Iralians ſet on to murder Fredericke in his chamber, which hed 
been ed, had he not outof a window intoa river, and 
ſo ſaved his life: for the foole being taken, was throwne headlong our of 
the ſame window and broke his neeke. Asalſoan Arabian DoQor,a grand 

ſoner, — abour to infe@ with poyſoa bis bridle, bis ſaddle, 

is ſpurres, and ſtirrops, thatas ſoone as be ſhould but rouch them, hee 
might be poyſoned, was diſcovered and hanged for his labour, 
n the yeareof out Lord 1 3 64, when as the Emperour Charks the 
fourth, and —— of Auftria, were ready to joyne batrell in the 
field, Charles diftruſting his owne power , undermined his foe by ſubtil- 
ty on this faſhion : he ſent for threeof Duke ? hips captaines privily, and 
perſuaded them with iſes of rewards to worke ſome meanes to rerri- 
fie the Dake, and difſuade him from that battell: which they performed 
cold the Duke, that they had ſtolne into the

Kmperours tents by night, and viewed his power, which they found to ex- 
coal his by tbree parrs, and therefore counſelled him not to try the ha- 


zard of the battel] , but to ſave his ſouldiers lives by flight, which ifthey 
tartied, they were ſare to looſe. Wherewithall che Duke miſtruſting no 
fraud, fore affrighted , rooke the next occafion of flight, and returned 
home with diſhonour.

Afrer which maſſacre, 
he raigned in jolity three yeares, and at the end thereof was cut ſhort by 
God, with the Sichemices bis provokers and meintainers, wbo 
were alſo guilty of all the innocent bloud which be bad ſhed: for God 
ſent the ſpirit of diviſion betwixt them, fotbar the Sichemitcs began ro 
deſpiſe biin, andrebell againſt bim , but they bad tbe worſt end of the

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About this very time there was a moft cruell and outragious riot praQi- 
ſed and per upon Lewis Duke of Orleance, brother toCharles the 
ſixth, by the complot and deviſe of Toby Duke of Burgundie, who ( as hee 
was naturally haughtie and ambitious) went about to uſurpe the govern- 
ment of the realme of France, for that the _ reaſon ot weakeneſle of 
his braine was not able to mannage the affaires thereof, ſo that great trouble 
and uncivill warres were growne up by that occaſion in every corner of the 
realme. As therefore he affefted and gaped after the rule, ſo hee thought no 
meanes diſhoneſt to attaine unto it, and therefore bis firſt enterpriſe was 
to take out of the way the Kings brother,who ſtood betwixt hum and home, 
Having therefore provided fit champions for his purpoſe, he found oppor- 
runity one night to cauſe him to come out of his lodging late by counterfeit 
tokens from the king, as if he had ſent for him about ſome matters of im- 
portance: and being intheway to S. Pauls hoſtle, where the kings lodging 
was in Paris, the poore Prince ſuſpeRing nothing, was ſuddenly ſet upon 
with cighteen roiſters at once, with ſuch fury and violence, thar in v 
ſhort {pace they left him dead upon the pavement, by the gate Barbet, his 
braines lying acered about the ſtreet. After this deteſtable and odious 
a&t committed and deteRted, the cruel! Burgundian was fo farre from ſha- 
ming, that he vanted and boaſted ar it, as if he hadatchieved the moſt valo- 
rous and honourable exploit in the World (fo farre did his impudencie 


outſtretch the bond of reaſon. ) Nevertheleſle,jto caſt ſome counterfeit co-

Moxeover beſides the mutuall joint of love which 
ought to be betwixt man and wife, it is neceſſary that they that m_ys 
marry inthe Lord, to ſerve, him in greater purity, and with lefle diſtur- 
bance 5 which cannot be if a Chriſtian marry an Infidell, for the dit- 
ficulties and hinderances that uſually {ſpring from ſuch a root. Therefore 
it was ſtraitly forbidden the people of God to contrat Marriages with 

Exod.34.15 Idolaters3 yea, andthe holy Patriarchs before any ſuch law was given, had 

"-73* carefully great regard (in the, Marriages of their children) tothis thing, 

as the exampleof Abrahars doth ſufficiently declare. Therefore they that 

have any manner of government and authority over unmarried folkes, whe- 

ther they be fathers, morthexy, kinſmen, or Tutors, ought to have eſpeciall 

careand regard thereof. Yea, Chriſtian Princes and Lords, or Rulers of 

Common-wealths, ſhould not'in this reſpet be ſo ſupine and negligent in 

the performanceof their Offices, as once to permit and ſuffer this 

them, which is fodire@ly contrary to the Word of God; butratherby 

eſpeciall charge forbid it, tothe end that both their Lawes might be con- 

formable,and inevery reſpeR agreeableto the holy Ordinanceot God; and

Inthe hiſtories of our rime we finde recorded a fearefull ſtory of many 
murders ſpringing frotn one Adultery, together with the hand of God 
on the Adahern themſelves 3 the ſtory is this : an Advocate of G 
in Provence, called Tolonio, that having the managing of the affaires of the 
Seigniorof Chabrye, and by that meanes familiar acceſle to him and his 
Lads, by this familiarity allured the Lady, who was then forty yeares old, 
and had foure children, to his filthy luſt : and being intothis 
they practiſed 
and performed the maſſacre of her husband , walking in his Warren, by 
two murderers ſuborned tothar end : and ſecondly, when her eldeſt ſonne 
ſcemed to diſlike her wicked behaviour with the Advocate, they alſo 
wrought his death, by looſing certaine boords in a gallery , where he uſed 
ordinarilytowalk, fo that as ſoone as he ſet his foot ontheſedisjoynted 
boords, he fell downe headlong, and had his braines beaten out. And third- 
ly, when ber younger ſon ſhewed his diſcontent to their brutiſh converſa- 
tion, yet nothing miſdoubted rhemto be guilty of the former JE 
theſe wicked wretches reſolved to prevent him alſo,leſt he ſhould interrupt 
their reſolved filthinefle. Wherefore they hired a murderer to make him 
away 3 who watching his opportunity, thruſt him headlong downe a ſteep 
rock, ſo that he wavyat the bottome ſooner {laine rhen he felt the murderer. 
Afeer all this, theſe two miſerable wretches, finding that they were obſer- 
ved by all men, and noted, did praQtiſeto marry rogether : but there was 
one betwixt them, namely the Advocates wife 3 wherefore they conſpired 
ber deathto make up the rmeſſe, and indeed the villanous lecher , ber huſ- 
band, lying one night by her, ſtrangled ber with a napkin 3 and then cryed 
out with aloud voice for help, pretending that a catarre had ſuffocated her 
in her ſleep. Bur for all his cunning, the father of his wife miſtraſted her 
death tobe violent, and cauſed himto be ſtrialy examined upon the ſame 3 
who preſently by filence bewrayed his guilty conſcience, and after withour 
torturecon both his fa, and all the murders before mentioned : for 
which the was condemned to be quartered alive in the market place of 
Grafſle; where he dwelled, and where his murders were commirted.

And on this faſhion did God puniſh thoſe wicked re- 
bels, not at one blow, but by little and little i ng their paine , that as 
they had a longtime abuſed bis patience, and made no reckoning of amend- 
ment, ſo the puniſhment of their fin might be' long and tedious. Now in 
this extremity one could got belp another, nor oge envy another, but all 
were concluded under the ſame deſtruQion, all ſurpriſed, affieged, and envi- 
roned alike,as well hethat roved'in the fields,as bethat ſtayed im the houſes, 
he that climbed up intothe mountaines, as he that abode in the vallies , the 
mercileſſe waters fj none : it was to no purpoſe that ſome aſcended 
their high houſes, ſome climbed upon trees, and ſome ſcaled the rockes,nei-

Gaules, gloryingin that aQion , andenvyibg the good hap and ny 
of Camillws, went about to make himſelfe King, under pretence of reftoting 
the peopletotheir antient entire libertic : bur his praQiſe being diſcove- 
red, hee was accuſed, found guilry, and by the conſent of the multitude 
adjudged to be throwne headlong dow ne fromthe top of the ſame foctrefle, 
to the end that the ſame place which gave him great glorie ,might beaWit- 
nefſe 21d 2 memoriall-of his ſhame and laſt confuſion : for all his valiant 
deeds before done were not of fo much force with the le, roexcuſe 
his fault or ſave his life, as this one crime was of weight tobring him: to 
his death. _ 

In former times there lived in Carthage one Hanne, who becauſe be had 37 .,, þ

the Africans and King ofthe Moores to his fuccour, he was taken and firſt 
whipped,next had his eyes thruſt our,and then his armes and legs broken in 
picces,and ſowas exccuted to death before all the people : his carkaſſe be- 
mg thus led with blowes, was hanged upon a gallowes,and all his kin- 
dred and children put to death, that there might not one remaine of his 
ſtraine,cither tocnterpriſe the like deed; or to revenge his death. 

Thar great and fearefull warrior Ilim Cſar, one of rhe moſt hardie and 
valiant picces of fleſh that ever was; after hee had performed ſo many nota- 
ble exploits, overcome all his enemies, and brought all high and haughtic 
purpoſesto their deſired cffe& , Como forward with the ſpurre of 
ambition and a high minde, through the meanes and affiftance of the migh- 

forces of the common-wealth, which ( contrary to the conſtitution of 

Senat ) were left in his hands, hee ſer footing into the State, and ma 
Ling himſelfe maſter and Lord of the whole Romane Empire, —_— gy Tech. 
ſoveraigntie over them : but as he attained to his dignitie by force and vio- zyrr1s. 
lence, ſo he enjoyed it not long, neither gained any great benefit by it, ex- 
cept the loſle of his life may 2 benefit, which ſhortly after in 
the open Senat was bereft him : for the conſpirers thereof, as ſoone as hee 
was ſct downe in his ſeat, compaſſing him about, ſo vehemently overchar- 
ged him on all ſides, that notwithſtanding all the reſiſtance hee could make 
for his defence, toffing amongſt them, and ſhifting himſetfe up and downe, 
he was overthrowne On the earth, __ for dead, titrough the number . 
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of blowes that were given bim, even three and pwenty wounds, 

The Monarchie.of Aſſyria was one inſtant extinguiſhed in Sardene pa- 
lu :3and of Babylon in Balthaſar,r a &rbaces, being the worker of the fi rk, 
and ;Derime King of Perſia, of the later, both of them receiving the wa- 
ges,. not of their wickedneſſe, hurt alſo of their, predeceflors, and great 


randfathers comey and opprefſions, by whom many people and nat ions 
been 


Moreover, as the Babylonian Empire was. overthrowne by Darime of 

Perſia, ſo was his Perſian Kingdome ( in Dariz the laſt King of thar 
histime, this mans ſucceſſor) overturned by Alexander. Again, 

the dominion of Alexavder ( who ſurvived not long after ) was not 
continued to any of his by inheritance, but divided like a prey among 
his greateſt captaines, and fromthem the moſt part of it inſhort time 
ſcended to the Romanes3 who ſpreading their. wings, and ſtretching their 
greedie tallons farre and .neere, for awhile xavened and preyed over all the 
world, and enriched and bedecked themſelves with the ſpoyles of many 
nations 3 andtherefore it was py they alſo ſhould be made 2 
prey, and thar the farre fetcht Goths and Vandales ſhould come upon them, 
as upon the bodie of a great Whale that ſuffers ſhipwreck upon the ſea 
ſhore : ſince which time the Romanc Empire went to decay, and grew eve- 
ry day weaker than other 3 yea,and many Princes ſctting themſelves againft 
and above it, have robbed it of the realmes and, provinces, which it robbed 
others of before. And thus wee may ſec how all things Tun as it were in 
a Cigcle, and how, great the uncertainetic of this; world is, ſeeing that the 

iphtieſt are ſubje& to ſo many and great changes: for if there be any 
Ae wy the Sun that may carry any ſhew. af, ſtability or continuance, 
ſurely it is a Monarchie or Common-wealth, —— upon the unitie 
and-conſent of all people, maintained by the authoritie of the greateſt and 
moſt mightie, and underpropped/with the ſhorgs of much ſtrength and 
wealth, as the Romane Empire was and yet for all that, there was never 
any, t never ſo well reared and furniſhed, and deepe rooted, which at 
the length hath not bin demoliſhed, ranſacked, and pulled up by ſome no- 
table and ſtrange calamitie. And this is that wtuch the ſpirit of God 
would give usto knowe, by the viſion of that great image, repreſented to 
Nabuchednezzar ina dreame, according to Daxrels interpretation thereof - 
towit,that the Oe rent and puiſlant Monarchies of the world ſhould ar 
laſt be ruined and di Pers like the chaffe before the winde, till they were 
conſumed and brought to nothing, albeit they were glorious and excellent 
as gold and filver, or and mughtic as brafle and iron.,,. - 

How much more foelith and evill adviſed are they then, that for a cer- 
taine .ap ſplendour and ſhew of worldly honour (gen 1S 2s fraile 
as any roſe,as variable as the winde,as light and vaine as a ſh; or ſmoke,

hundred pence, in Fope to obtaine a new ſhare himſelfe, in this manner, he 
comandeJ the Quzſtor or Treaſurer to give him no more ſuſtenance, ſince 
hee preferred lucre before the neceflity of his owne body and his friends 
welfare 3 neither ſuffered be any man elſe to ſell him any 3 ſo that hee peri- 
ſhedwith famine, and became a miſerable example to all the army, of the 
fruits of that foule droupſie coverouſneſle. ; 

And thus wee fee how the Lord rained downe vengeance upon all cove- 
rous Uſurers and opprefſors, plaguing ſome on this faſhion, and ſome on 
that 3 and never paſſing any, but either in this life ſome notable judgement 
overtakes them, either in themſelves or their off-ſprings ( for it is notori- 
ouſly knowne that uſurers childten, though left rich, yet the firſt or ſecond 
generation became alwayes beggers ) or inthe life to come they are thrown 
into the pit of perdition, whence there is no redemption nor deli-

SS F any recreation be allowed us, as no doubt there is, yet ſure- 
M23 Fes |y it is not ſuch as whereby we ſhould worke the damage and 
I BZ burt of one another, as when by gaming we draw away ano- 
IN TH ther mans mony with his great !ofle, and this is one kinde 
\EESEESAS of theft, to uſurpe any mans goods by unlawfull meanes : 
wherefore no ſuch ſports ought to finde any place a Chriſtians, 
eſpecially thoſe wherein any kinde of lot or hazard is uſed, by the which 
the good ble of God are, contrary totheir true and naturall uſe, expo- 
ſed to chance and fortune, as they _ it : for which cauſe Saint Hug sſ* 
zine is of this opinion concerning them : That the gaine which ariſeth to 
any patty in play,ſhould be beſtowedupon the poor,to the end that both the 
as well rhe winner as the loſer might be equally puniſhed, the 

one by not carrying the ſtake being won, the or being fruſtrated of all 
his hope of winning.Players at dice,both by the Elibertine &Conſtantino- 
politan Councell under /»ffinia», were puniſhed with excommunication : 
and by a new conſtitution of the ſaid Emperour it was enacted, That no 
man ſhould uſe Dice-play either in private or publique, no nor approve 
the ſame by their preſence, under paine of puniſhment : and Biſhops were 
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Geli.3it.gz thereappointedto be overſcers in this behalfe, to eſpic if any default was

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tes ; amongſt all tho-exceHent laws which be made; this was ond, "Thar all 357 
ſports ſhould be baniſhed the Commonywealth, —_ ſhooting (whether 
with _—_— or Crofſebow) and that tio Cards nor Dice hol be cither 
made or fold by any 3 to the end that all occaſion of gaming might beeraken 
away. Sutely it would be very profitable and expedient for the Weale-pub- 
lique, thar this Ordinance might ſtand in ufe arthis day, and that all Mer- 
chants and Mercers whatſoever, cfpecially thoſe that follow the reformari- 
onof Religion, might forbeate the fale of all ſuch paltry Wares: for the 
fault in ſelling ſuch traſh'is no lefle than the abuſe of them in playing at 
them, for ſo much as they upon greedineffe of f0/ſmall a gaine,” pur as it 
werea ſword into a mad mans hand, by miniſtring tothem the inſtruments 
not onely of their ſports; but alſo of thoſe miſchiefes that enſue rhe ſame. 
There a man may heare curſes as rife as words, bannings, fyetrings, and 
blaſphemies, banded up and downe 3 there men frer-themſelves to death, 
and conſume whole nights in darke and diveliſh paſtimes ; ſome loſetheir 
horſes, others their cloakes, a third fort all that ever they are worth; tothe 
undoing of their houſes, wives, and children 3 and ſome again from brau- 
lings fall to buffetings, from buffers to bloudſhedding; from bloudſhedding © '* 
to hanging * and theſe ate the fruits of thoſe _ ors. I | 
But this you ſhall ſee more plainely by a few particular examples. In a DI/tip'ide tem- 
towne of Campania a certaine Iew playing at dice with a Chriftian, loſt a 17/7"? 
great ſumme of money unto himz with which great loſſe being eriraged,and 
almoſt beſide himſelfe, as commonly men m that caſe are afſeed, hee 
belched out moſt bitter curſes againſt Chriſt Iefus, and his mother the 
bleſſed Virgin, in the midſt whereof the Lord deprived him of his life and 
fenſe 3 andſtrooke him dead in the place : as for his companion the Chriſti- 
an, indeed he eſcaped ſudden death, howbeit he was robbed of lis wit and "oP 
underſtanding, and ſurvived not verie long after :' to teach us'n6t onely -—y pony 
what a grievous ſinne it is to blaſpheme God, and to accompanie ſuch wrer- 
ches, and not to ſhun, or at leaſt reprovetheir outrage 3 but alſo what mon- 
ſtrous effects proceed from ſuch kinde of ungodly ſports, and how grie- 
voully the Lord puniſheththem, firſt by giving them over to blaſphemy, 
ſecondly to death, andthirdly and _ to eternall and irrevocable damna- 
tion : Let our Engliſh gameſters contider this example, and if it will not 
terrifiethem from their ſports, then let them looke'to this that followeth, 
which if their hearts be not as hard as adamant, will mollifie and perſwade

beholding this pitifull tragedie, gavea great outcrie, and fell downe ; 
whereupon the neighbours running in, were eye witneſſes of this wofull 
ſj 5 is. ag for him, by law he was judged to a moſt ſevere and cruell pu- 
niſhment : and all theſe pitifull events aroſe from rhat curſed roct of Dice- 
lay. 

: Weought therefore to learne by all theſe things that have beene already 
ſpoken, to abſtaine not onely from this curſed paſtime, but alſo from extor- 
tion, robberies, deceit, guile, and other ſuch naughty praQtices that tend to 
the hurt and detriment of one another 3 and in place thereof toprocurethe 
good and welfare of cach one in all kindenefle and equity, following the A- 
poſtles counſell, where he ſayeth, Let them that flele ſtkeale no more, but r4- 
ther travell by ine with his bands in that which is good, that hemay have 
wherewith to ſaccor the necesſitie of others, For it is not enough not to do 
evill to our neighbor, but we are tyed todo him good, or at leaſt to endea- 
vour to do it. | 
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torious 3 for divers times he uſed to feaſt many faite Ladic'and cir þ 
bands, and after his good cheare ended , to overview then ſever i 
as Merchants doe their warts 3 and to take her rhat leafed Vish 
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heir 
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into fome ſecret place, toabuſe at his pleaſure : neither aftert 6 deed dane 
ro be aſhamed to glory and vaunt himſelte in his wicked atid filthy at. He 
committed inceſt with his owne fiſters, forcing thern to his tuſt, and by one 
of rem ha a daughter borne, whom (faith E«troprs) his abhominable 
concupiſcence abuled alſo in moſt filthy and prepoſterous manner : At 
lenerh many conſpired his deſtruction, but eſpccialty one of t CTribuney, 
which office we may after the cuſtome of our French nation tightly terina 
the Marſhalſhip,and the officer one of our foure Marfhals,as Sulew ſaith) 
who ſhewed himſelfe more eagerly affeed in the cauſe thanthe'reſt, pur» 
ſued this enterprife in more ſpeedy and deſpcrate thanhet : for as the Ty- 
rant returned fron the Theater by a by-way to his Pallace (the'thurd day 
of the feaſt, which he celebrated in honour of [al ksCaſar) the Tribune pre- 
ſented himſelfe,as if in regard of his office, to impott ſome matter of im- 
portance unto him : and having reccived-a curriſh! word or two at. his 
hands (as his cuſtome was) he gave him ſuch a ſtroke bt.veene the head and 
the ſhoulders, that what with it and the blowes of his complices, that go- 
ing for the ſame intent, ruſhed upon hith; he was ſ[:jne 4mongſt them, ne 
mn ſtrrring a foot to deliver him out of their hands, though matiy looked, 
on, and might have aided him if they would : he w4s no fooner 1l2ine, bur, 
his wife incontinently was fent after, and his daughter atfo that ivas eruſhed, 
to death againſt a wall ; and thus came his wretched ſelfe,'xyith his filthie 
progenie, to a wretched and miſerable end. NE KY a+ 
Church, but alſo a perverter and diſturber of humane nature, in embruin 
his hands inthe bloud of his owne mother and grandmorher, whom he cau-

none of his men to lay their hands upon hin, he deſpetitely and tnilerably 
flew himſelfe.

Yitellins, for the murders and orher ourrdgious mifderds which the com- 
mitted, was taken in his ſhirt, and drawnethroigh the Nteets witha halter 
about his necke, and his hands bound behinde him; and.rhe point of a dag- 
ger under his chin the Pr caſting durt and dung on him in deteſta- 
rion, andcalling him make-hate and feditious villain, with other opprobri- 
ous reproches : and at laſt being tnaſfacred ith qiapy blowes, was'drawne 
with a hooke into Tyber, like a carrion. ary 5 ncten 
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wife totake a new, and being covertly reproved by Fetvidiu forthe ſane, 
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and ſuch as had borne the office of the Conſull, without juſt cauſe given of 
reprehenſion, were murdered by him : hee ſpared not his owne bloud end 
neareſt allies, no nor bis owne brother Titw , but what with poyſon and 
firard, deftroyed them all to confuſion. But inthe end , when hee ſaw that 
the world hated him for his outragious cruelties, be confulted with the A- 
ſtrologians and Conjurers,what death did waite for him 3 one of the which 
amongſt the reſt told him that bee ſhould be Nine, and that very ſhortly : 
wherevithall being fore troubled, hee firſt cauſed him that had prognoſli. 
cated this evill unto him, to be ſlaine : then he com himſelfe with 2 
ſtrong , and tQ the end to ſee rhem that ſhould come neare, hee made 
bis gallery walls where bee walked, of ſuch a kinde of ring and ſhining 
fone, that be might ſee in them all about him, both behinde and before. 
When the day and houre which was fore-calculated for his death was 
come, one of the Conſpirators came in with his left arme in a ſcarfe, as if 
he had beene ſore hurt  feigning that he would bewray the whole treaſon 
which hee ſo much fearcd 3 being entred his Chamber, he preſented 
him with a long diſcourſe in writing, touching the matter and manner of 
the Conſpiracic : and when in reading the ſame , he ſaw him moſt aſtoni- 
ſhed; then he tooke occaſion to ſtrike him ſuddenly into the belly with his 

, bis owne ſervants making up the murther , when they ſaw him goe 
about to reſiſt. And thus by all bis wiſcdome and providence he could not 
rid himfclfe from being ſurpriſed, nor hinder the execution of Gods juſt 
fore-appointed judgement, And theſe were the ends of thoſe wicked Em- 
perours, who in regard oftheir vile lives, were rather monſters than men ; 
and not onely they whom we have named, but many moe alſo, as 4ntoniw, 
Corccalls , Heliozabalaw , and other like may bee worthily placed in this 


But of all, Helisr obalae is moſt famous : of whom is.recorded in hiſto- 
ries, that hee was fo prodigious in all gluttonic, filthineſlc, and ribauldric, 
that the like I thinke was never heard of, except thoſe monſters that went 
before 3 and yet I ſuppoſe he ſurpaſſed them too. Such was the exceeding 
and luxurious pompe of this beaſt-like Emperour, that in his lampes hee 
uſed baulme,and filled his fiſh-ponds with roſe-water : the garments which 
he wore were all of the fineſt gold and moſt coſtly (ilkes : his ſhooes gliſtc- 
red with precious ſtones, curiouſly cngraven : he was never two dayes er- 
ved with one kinde of meat , nor wore one garment twice z and ſo likewiſe 
for his fleſhly wickednefle, be varycd it every time : Some dayes hec was 

erved at meales with the braines of Oſtriches, and a ſtrange fowle called a 
Phylocapteric, another day with the tongues of _—_ es, and Other 


fiveet fi birds, being nigh to the ſea 3 hee never fiſh in places 
Ee diftent From the ſea: —_———} ſerved with moſt delicar 6ſk. 
at one his table was furniſhed with ſeven thouſand fiſhes, and five

he tooke poſſeſſion of the Empire of a mages me; and Jike a ſt 
theefe ſciſed upog that which was none of His owne 3 but as ſoone as he ha 
gorren his defite,then began his luſts to rage and rave, then he fell towhore- 
ing and forcing women and maids to bis juſt, whom after he had once rob-
